REPORT. 


To  the  Hon.  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

The  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  respectfully  present  to 
you  this  their  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  and  man- 
agement of  the  institutions  under  our  charge. 

The  following  table,  No.  1,  exhibits  the  number  of  con- 
victs in  the  several  State  Prisons  and  the  State  Lunatic 
Asylum  for  Insane  Convicts,  at  the  close  of  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1862  ;  the  number  discharged  by 
expiration  of  sentence,  and  received  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30,  1862  ;  the  number  pardoned,  dis- 
charged by  court,  escaped,  transferred  to  prisons  and  asy- 
lums, and  died,  and  the  number  remaining  in  the  prisons 
and  asylums,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  September  30,  1862. 

TABLE  No.  1, 

Exhibiting  the  number  of  convicts  in  the  several  prisons  and  the 
State  Lunatic  Asylum  for  Insane  Convicts,  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1862,  including  those  received 
and  discharged  from  the  prisons  of  all  kinds,  for  the  year. 
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Since  presenting  our  last  annual  report,  the  inmates  of 
the  several  prisons  and  asylum  have  enjoyed  unusual  good 
health  ;  they  have  been  free  from  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases,  in  either  of  said  institutions,  during  the  past  fis- 
cal year.  For  the  good  health  of  the  convicts  we  are 
indebted,  under  Providence,  to  the  selection  of  sound  and 
wholesome  provisions,  the  watchful  care  and  skillful  treat- 
ment of  the  inmates,  who  are  under  the  constant  charge  of 
able  and  efficient  physicians,  and  the  successful  efforts  of 
the  officers  to  maintain  cleanliness  among  the  convicts, 
and  in  every  department  of  the  prisons. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  prisons  and  asylum 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1861,  was  43. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  prisons  and  asylum 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1862,  was  40. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  is  one  to  sixty-five,  out  of 
the  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  prisons  and  asylum. 

The  change,  in  the  prison  laws,  of  last  winter,  by  which 
the  physicians  are  required  to  devote  their  whole  time  to 
the  care  of  the  convicts,  is  a  decided  improvement  upon 
the  past,  and  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  they  have 
devoted  their  whole  time  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  the 
convicts. 

The  total  number  of  convicts  remaining  in  the  prisons 
and  asylum,  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1862,  is  2,410,  including  81  confined  in  the  asylum;  of 
these  70  are  white  and  11  are  black.  The  following 
tables  exhibit  the  number  in  our  prisons,  the  crimes  for 
which  they  were  convicted,  their  habits  of  life  and  their 
color.

The  cost  of  provisions,  at  Sing  Sing  prison,  for  the  year 
terminating  September  30,  1861,  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
$47,134.34.  The  average  number  of  convicts,  per  month, 
in  the  prison,  was  1,280. 

The  cost  of  provisions  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1862,  was  $44,376.33.  The  average  number  of  con- 
victs per  month  was  1,147  —  a  falling  off  from  last  year 
of  133  in  number. 

The  cost  of  rations  at  the  Auburn  prison,  for  the  year 
terminating  September  30,  1861,  was  $23,094.54 ;  average

number  of  convicts  per  month  was  856.  The  cost  of  rations, 
for  the  year  terminating  September  30,  1862,  amounted  to 
$22,491.61.  Average  number  of  convicts  860,  an  increase 
in  the  average  number  of  convicts,  over  last  year's  report, 
of  4. 

The  cost  of  rations  at  the  Clinton  Prison,  for  the  year 
terminating  September  30,  1861,  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
$15,959.84.  Average  number  of  convicts  was  483.  The 
cost  for  rations,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1862, 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $17,699.27.  The  average  number 
of  convicts  per  month  was  497 — an  increase  over  last  year's 
report  of  14.  For  a  more  detailed  account,  see  tables  Nos. 
4,  5,  and  6.

The  tables  numbering  11,  12  and  IS,  exhibit  the  amount 
of  contract  earnings,  the  number  of  convicts  on  contract, 
the  amount  earned  by  each  convict  per  month  on  contract, 
amount  earned  by  each  per  day,  entire  earnings  and 
receipts  per  month,  the  number  of  convicts  in  prison  each 
month,  the  amount  earned  by  each  convict  in  prison  per 
month,  amount  earned  by  each  per  day,  total  cost  of  sup- 
porting all  the  convicts  per  month,  cost  of  supporting  each 
convict  per  month,  and  the  cost  of  supporting  each  convict 
per  day,  at  Sing  Sing,  Auburn  and  Clinton  prisons,  during 
the  year  ending  September  30th,  1862. 
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The  tables  numbering  14,  15  and  16,  exhibit  the  contract 
earnings  for  each  month,  the  miscellaneous  earnings,  the 
total  earnings,  the  amount  deposited  in  bank  to  the  credit 
of  the  treasurer,  the  amount  of  the  treasurer's  draft,  the 
amount  expended  for  ordinary  support,  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  buildings  and  repairs  and  permanent  improve- 
ments, the  amount  expended  for  pay  of  officers,  and  show- 
ing the  total  amount  expended  each  month  and  per  year, 
giving  the  number  of  convicts  on  contract  each  month,  and 
those  not  on  contract,  and  the  total  number  of  convicts  in 
the  prison  each  month,  in  the  Sing  Sing,  Auburn  and 
Clinton  prisons,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1862. 
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Table  No.  17  is  an  abstract  of  all  the  real  and  personal 
property  of  the  several  State  prisons  in  the  State,  including 
ihe  asylum  for  insane  convicts,  located  at  Auburn,  as 
appraised  by  duly  appointed  appraisers,  for  the  three  fiscal 
years  prior  to  September  30th,  1862. 
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According  to  the  statements  made  by  the  chaplains  in 
their  annual  reports  ending  September  30th,  1862,  we  find 
that  there  are  now  remaining  in  the  several  prisons  and 
asylums  seventy-six  convicts  under  sentence  for  life,  and 
seven  who  are  under  sentence  of  death.

The  executive  clemency  has  been  extended  to  63  con- 
victs during  the  past  fiscal  year,  17  at  Sing  Sing  male 
prison,  2  at  the  female  prison,  29  at  the  Auburn  prison,  and 
15  at  the  Clinton  prison — 18  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year. 

We  feel  assured  that  by  a  judicious  and  liberal  exercise 
of  the  pardoning  j:>ower,  especially  in  cases  of  long  sentences 
for  ordinary  crimes,  much  good  would  result  to  the  man- 
agement of  our  prisons,  and  a  happy  influence  would  be 
exerted  upon  the  convicts  generally. 

Experience  satisfies  us  that  under  our  present  mild 
system  of  discipline,  the  hopes  of  pardon  or  commutation 
of  their  sentences,  for  a  faithful  observance  of  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  prisons,  have  done  much  to  correct 
the  discipline  and  maintain  order  throughout  the  institu- 
tions. Although,  practically,  the  law  in  reference  to  com- 
mutation for  good  behavior  passed  last  winter  has  not  been 
fully  carried  out,  all  requirements  in  said  act  from  the 
officers  of  our  prisons  have  been  fully  and  promptly  reported 
to  the  Governor. 
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We  frequently  have  earnest  ►solicitations  to  intercede  for 
pardons  from  those  who  have  but  a  few  days  or  weeks  to 
remain  in  prison  ;  they  conceive  that  the  pardon  not  only 
discharges  them  from  imprisonment,  but,  to  a  certain  extent, 
removes  the  stigma  of  their  crimes,  restores  them  to  society, 
and  places  them  under  new  obligations  to  respect  the  laws. 

The  discipline  of  our  several  prisons  during  the  past  year 
has  met  our  entire  approbation ;  good  order  has  prevailed 
generally  throughout,  labor  is  cheerfully  performed,  and 
the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  convicts  has  been 
improved.  Experience  has  satisfied  us  that  much  depends 
upon  the  character  of  our  officers,  who  are  in  immediate 
charge  of  the  convicts  from  day  to  day,  for  their  moral 
influence,  which  is  calculated  to  improve  the  discipline  and 
benefit  the  inmates.  They  should  be  men  of  peculiar  fitness 
for  such  positions  ;  their  moral  standing  and  correct  habits 
should  be  unquestionable,  with  a  desire  to  instruct  and 
reform  those  who  are  under  their  charge.  It  is  proper  to 
state  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  we  have  been  fortunate 
in  our  selection  of  officers  for  the  responsible  positions  they 
occupy,  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  paid  by  the 
State  for  their  services. 

The  institution  of  Sunday  schools  has  and  is  having  a 
very  beneficial  influence  upon  the  convicts.  Commendable 
zeal  is  manifested  by  our  officers  and  the  citizens  of 
different  denominations  for  their  united  efforts  to  instruct 
the  convicts  in  our  Sabbath  schools.  The  introduction  of 
interesting  and  judiciously  selected  books,  with  increased 
opportunities  for  reading,  has  exerted  a  happy  influence 
upon  their  minds,  and  has  aided  us  much  in  securing 
obedience  to  our  rules  and  regulations  and  the  prison 
authorities.  And  wre  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
an  increase  of  $300  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
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books  for  the  several  prisons,  to  be  divided  equally  between 
them,  according  to  the  number  of  convicts ;  and  that  the 
law  be  so  changed  that  an  additional  teacher  shall  be 
appointed  at  each  of  the  prisons.  It  is  impossible  to 
calculate  upon  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  this  small 
outlay.  For  a  more  full  statement  of  the  necessity  for 
this  increased  expenditure,  we  have  the  pleasure  of  referring 
you  to  the  able  and  full  reports  of  our  chaplains. 

The  following  table,  showing  the  average  number  of  con- 
victs in  each  of  the  prisons  for  the  past  ten  years,  com- 
mencing October  1st,  1853,  and  ending  September  30th, 
1862,  with  a  statement  of  the  number  of  cells  in  each  of 
the  prisons.  The  total  number  of  cells  is  2,844 — this 
includes  200  new  cells  added  to  the  Sing  Sing  prison  within 
the  last  two  years.  The  addition  of  this  story  has  im- 
proved the  appearance  of  the  prison  building,  and  has 
greatly  increased  the  security  from  escapes,  and  a  decided 
improvement  in  the  ventilation  of  the-  prison  hall.  We 
would  recommend  an  additional  appropriation  of  $3,000  to 
complete  the  upper  room  of  the  north  wing  of  the  Auburn 
prison.  This  apartment  is  one  story  higher  than  the  other 
portions  of  the  main  prison  buildings,  and  was  originally 
used  for  an  hospital.  This  will  increase  the  number  of 
cells  22 ;  and  will  be  entirely  secure  against  escapes  or 
fires  when  completed,  and  will  make  both  wings  of  the 
prison  uniform. 

The  improvements  in  the  north  wing  of  the  Auburn 
prison,  for  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  $11,000  for 
last  winter,  is  nearly  completed.  It  required  a  much 
larger  expenditure  than  was  at  first  anticipated.  It  was 
found  that  60  or  more  of  the  cells  had  never  been  arched 
at  all;  nothing  but  timbers  and  plank,  and  lathed  and 
plastered  underneath;  these,    with   the   remainder,  were 
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entirely  destitute  of  comfort,  and  were  considered  very 
unhealthy.  The  timber  used  was  entirely  decayed,  and 
abounded  with  vermin,  which  it  was  found  almost  impos- 
sible to  remove,  except  by  the  substitution  of  brick  arches 
and  brick  and  grouted  floors,  which  has  been  done  in  a 
substantial  manner.  The  old  wooden  galleries  have  been 
removed,  and  others,  constructed  mostly  of  iron,  convenient, 
neat  and  durable,  substituted.  This  improvement  has  long 
been  needed.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  agent  and  warden 
for  economy  and  perseverance  in  the  work,  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  has  been  performed.  We  believe  that  the 
expenditure  of  this  sum  of  $11,000  for  the  improvements 
of  the  north  wing  of  the  Auburn  prison  met  the  decided 
approbation  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  committee  of 
the  Senate,  who  visited  the  prison  during  the  past  summer.

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Of  the  793  convicts  in  Auburn  prison,  353  are  under  25 
years  of  age,  639  can  read  and  write,  79  can  read  only,  22 
cannot  read  nor  write,  36  have  received  a  good  education, 
and  20  a  classical  education.  Two  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  above  number  were  temperate — 496  intem- 
perate. 

As  to  their  social  relations,  391  were  married  and  402 
single. 

As  to  the  number  of  convictions,  628  were  for  the  first 
offence,  121  second  conviction,  34  the  third,  seven  for  the 
fourth,  two  for  the  fifth,  and  one  f6r  the  sixth  conviction. 

Of  the  969  male  convicts  at  Sing  Sing  prison,  about  518 
are  under  twenty-five  years  of  age,  239  were  temperate, 
290  moderate  drinkers  and  440  intemperate. 

As  to  the  number  of  convictions,  839  were  for  the  first 
offence,  99  second  conviction,  23  for  the  third,  seven  for 
the  fourth  and  one  for  the  fifth  conviction,  and  twenty- 
seven  are  confined  for  life. 

Of  the  113  female  convicts,  61  are  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  84  were  temperate  and  29  intemperate  before 
conviction,  109  were  for  the  first  offence,  four  for  the 
second  conviction,  and  four  of  the  number  were  sentenced 
for  life. 

Of  the  454  convicts  at  the  Clinton  prison,  at  least  225 
are  under  25  years  of  age,  304  can  read  and  write,  110 
read  only,  and  40  cannot  read  nor  write.  Of  the  number, 
172  were  temperate,  150  intemperate,  132  moderate  drink- 
ers, 165  had  been  married  and  289  were  single. 

We  find  from  the  foregoing  statistics,  that  out  of  the 
whole  number  of  inmates  in  the  prisons,  (excluding  the 
patients  in  the  asylum,)  but  792  were  reported  as  tem- 
perate. In  this  respect  men  in  prison  do  not  differ  mate- 
rially from  those  outside.      They  do  not  like  the  idea  o'f

being  "  written  down  intemperate,"  whatever  their  habits 
may  have  been;  yet  many  of  those  who  have  been  put 
down  as  temperate  have  admitted  that  they  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  using  intoxicating  drinks.  One  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  were  reported  as  intemperate,  and  422 
as  moderate  drinkers.  This  is  a  deplorable  picture.  The 
immediate  cause  of  the  greater  portion  of  crime  is  attribu- 
table to  the  debasing  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors.

At  Sing  Sing  prison,  the  chapel  and  hospital  are  not  of 
sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  present  wants  of  the 
prison,  and  an  appropriation  of  about  $10,000  is  imperatively- 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  same. 

The  building  of  a  prison  wall  should  be  commenced  at 
Sing  Sing,  and  continued  from  year  to  year ;  its  importance 
and  necessity  have  been  stated  in  former  reports.  The 
substitution  of  iron  galleries  for  the  old  wooden  galleries  is 
a  great  improvement  in  the  prison  halls ;  when  the  Clinton 
prison  was  built  iron  galleries  were  erected  instead  of  wood ; 
the  old  wooden  galleries  at  the  Auburn  prison  have  been 
removed,  and  iron  substituted.     This  is  part  of  the  improve- 
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ment  made  during  the  past  year  at  Auburn,  for  which  an 
appropriation  of  $11,000  was  made  last  winter  by  the 
Legislature.  The  same  improvement  of  iron  galleries  is 
recommended  at  the  Sing  Sing  prison.  At  the  female 
prison  at  Sing  Sing  an  enlargement  is  required,  and  is 
absolutely  necessary ;  this  can  be  done  by  taking  out  the 
rear  wall  and  extending  the  block  of  cells  in  that  direction, 
and  also,  if  deemed  advisable,  a  tier  of  cells  could  be  added 
to  the  present  block,  making  it  one  story  higher. 

The  number  of  cells  added  to  the  female  prison  in  1860, 
under  the  direction  of  a  legislative  commission,  did  not 
then  meet  the  wants  of  the  inmates  confined  therein ;  even 
if  the  cells  had  been  at  the  time  properly  constructed  they 
were  entirely  too  small.  They  were  built  across  the  eastern 
end  of  the  wall,  destroying  light  and  ventilation.  There 
is  a  great  necessity  for  a  small  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose. Much  of  the  present  materials  can  be  used,  and  the 
most  of  the  labor  can  be  performed  by  convicts.  $5,000 
will  cover  all  expenses. 

During  the  year  1860  and  1861  the  prisons  scarcely 
sufficed  to  accommodate  the  number  of  convicts  then  in 
confinement.  During  the  existence  of  the  present  war  the 
number  of  inmates  in  these  institutions  has  sensibly  de- 
creased. It  needs  but  little  foresight  to  say  that  after  this 
rebellion  shall  have  ceased,  additional  prison  accommoda- 
tions will  be  required. 

The  subject  of  a  new  prison  or  penitentiary  in  a  suitable 
location  in  one  of  the  southern  counties  in  this  State  is 
recommended  to  the  favorable  action  of  the  Legislature. 
SuclTa  location  can  be  obtained  where  it  is  believed  con- 
stant employment  can  be  had  for  convict  labor,  and  where 
provisions  can  be  obtained  at  moderate  cost. 

The  location  of  Clinton  prison  is  entirely  adverse  to  the 
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profitable  employment  of  convicts,  and  to  comparative 
cheapness  of  provisions,  and  therefore  it  must  not  be  ex- 
pected that  that  prison  will  ever  pay  the  expenses  of  its 
maintenance.  The  location  of  Auburn  prison  is  demon- 
strated by  all  past  experience  to  be  most  favorable  for 
constant  and  profitable  employment  of  convict  labor,  and 
to  cheapness  of  food.  At  Sing  Sing  prison,  there  is, 
gathered  mainly  from  the  two  large  cities  of  Brooklyn  and 
New  York,  a  class  of  convicts,  who  are,  from  their  previous 
mode  of  life,  poorly  calculated  for  active  physical  labor, 
and  who,  in  this  respect,  are  much  inferior  to  the  convicts 
from  other  parts  of  the  State,  compared  with  those  at 
Auburn  and  Clinton.  The  provisions  and  supplies  in  that 
section  of  the  State  in  which  Sing  Sing  prison  is  located 
almost  uniformly  cost  from  15  to  25  per  cent,  more  than 
in  the  interior,  and  to  make  that  prison  self  sustaining  will, 
therefore,  always  be  most  difficult,  if  not  impossible.  Some 
progress  has  been  made  in  collecting  contract  earnings, 
which  became  largely  in  arrears  during  the  prostration  of 
business  in  1860  and  1861.  Eight  suits  have  been  instituted, 
of  which  five  are  now  pending,  against  the  contractors  at 
Sing  Sing ;  three  suits  have  been  instituted,  of  which  two 
are  now  pending,  against  the  contractors  at  Clinton ;  and 
one  suit  is  now  pending  against  a  contractor  at  Auburn. 

The  iron  contract  at  Clinton  has  not  been  very  beneficial 
to  the  State  heretofore,  but  may  be  improved. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  prison  laws,  from 
1847  to  the  present  time,  be  collected  and  revised  And 
we  repeat  our  recommendation,  made  last  year,  that  the 
salary  of  the  agent  and  warden  be  increased  to  $2,000  per 
year.  The  labor,  qualifications,  and  the  actual  services 
required  of,  and  performed  by,  these  officers,  would,  in 
ordinary  avocations,  secure  to  them  that  amount.     If  we 
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are  not  mistaken  this  recommendation  lias  been  made  to 
the  Legislature  each  year  for  the  last  ten  years.  It  ifl 
wrong  for  the  State  to  require  an  honest,  faithful,  compe- 
tent and  efficient  officer  to  serve  in  such  a  position  for  the 
salary  now  fixed  by  law,  which  is  $1,250  per  year,  the 
law  requiring  the  agent  and  warden  to  reside  in  the  prison 
building.  Accommodations  are  furnished  (such  as  they 
are)  free  of  rent.  All  other  expenses  are  paid  by  the  agent 
and  warden,  from  his  own  private  funds. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  names  of  the  several 
contracts  in  the  prisons,  the  names  of  contractors,  number 
of  men  on  each  contract,  the  amount  paid  per  day  for  each 
convict,  the  date  and  expiration  of  each  contract :

By  chapter  158  of  the  Laws  of  1856,  it  is  enacted  that, 
"  Whenever  any  person,  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  and 
above  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  shall  be  convicted  of  an 
offence  punishable  with  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison, 
in  either  of  the  judicial  districts  of  the  State,  having  a 
penitentiary  within  said  judicial  district,  the  court  before 
which  such  conviction  shall  be  had,  may,  in  its  discretion, 
sentence  the  person  so  convicted  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  situated  in  that  judicial  district,  &c,  &c." 

We  earnestly  ask  your  honorable  body  to  well  consider 
this  law,  and  its  effects  and  consequences  upon  the  State 
prisons. 

1st.  If  it  is  right  and  proper,  why  not  make  the  law 
imperative  upon  the  judge  to  send  all  those  sentenced 
between  those  ages  to  the  penitentiary,  instead  of  leaving 
it  discretionary  ?  If  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  was 
a  hum  am;  one,  as  we  doubt  not  they  so  intended,  and  that 
there  were  greater  chances  of  reformation  to  that  class  in 
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made  the  distinction  j  it*  thrv  intended  it  iolelj  as  reform- 
atory, then  the  most  hardened  of  criminals  —burglars,  and 

those  who  are  convicted  of  the  highest  crimes — Bhould  not 

be  sent  to  tlnv  penitentiary  to  corrupt  those  who  might 
possibly  be  reformed  under  other  associations.  Tb 
original  design  of  these  institutions  was  for  the  punish- 
ment of  a  milder  grade  of  offences  j  and  \v,i<  calculated  to 
have  a  reformatory  influence  upon  those  sent  there.  Can 
this  be  under  the  present  congregated  system  adopted  by 

])enitentiaries  I  All  classes  are  associated  together — those 
sent  there  for  some  of  the  higher  grades  of  crime,  with 
those  who  were  convicted  of  breaches  of  the  peace,  and 
many  other  offences  not  of  a  criminal  nature.  But  the 
effect  is,  whatever  the  intention,  that  the  convicts,  in  most 
cases,  sent  to  the  penitentiaries  are  an  abler  bodied  set  of 
men  than  those  sent  to  the  prisons.  Without  regard  to 
their  tender  years,  we  have  received  into  onr  prisons 
during  the  past  three  years  mere  boys,  and  not  wholly  lost 
to  improving  influences,  while  hardened  criminals  have 
been  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  AVe  deny  that  the  chance 
of  reformation  is  greater  in  the  penitentiaries  than  in  the 
prisons.  What  are  their  superior  facilities  for  effecting  it  ? 
Have  they  better  chaplains  to  teach  them  morality  ?  bet- 
ter teachers  to  teach  them  the  rudiments  of  education  ? 
were  they  better  fed  and  clothed  ?  have  they  better  men 
as  officers  over  them,  to  teach  them  the  Tolly  of  their  past 
lives?  And  we  might  challenge,  successfully  challenge, 
and  compare  the  number  reformed  in  the  prisons  with  the 
same  number  from  the  penitentiaries.  But  all  experience 
teaches,  however  much  to  be  deprecated,  that  the  worst 
and  most  ungovernable  class  of  convicts  received  into  the 
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prisons  are  those  between  those  ages.     There  are  many 
other  reasons  could  be  given  if  deemed  advisable. 

We  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  repeal  the 
law  alluded  to,  or  so  modify  it  as  to  make  it  apply  only  to 
boys  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  eighteen.  We  have 
advised  the  erection  of  a  penal  institution,  to  be  called  a 
penitentiary,  not  merely  as  a  place  of  security  and  punish- 
ment, but  where  the  convict  should  be  taught  to  see  and 
feel  the  error  of  his  ways,  and  be  induced  to  avoid  the 
commission  of  crime.  No  subject  is  of  more  importance 
to  the  people  of  this  State  than  the  reformation  of  their 
criminals ;  that,  by  a  proper  course  of  instruction  and  dis- 
cipline, they  improve  mentally  and  morally,  and  become 
upright  and  industrious  citizens. 

Very  few  return  the  second  time  compared  with  the 
number  in  our  prisons.  The  total  number  is  2,410  in  all  the 
prisons  and  asylum ;  nearly  2,000  of  this  number  were  for 
the  first  offence ;  280  for  the  second  offence ;  leaving  about 
130  who  were  convicted  for  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  conviction.  Old  age  and  disease  have  rendered  most 
of  these  unfit  for  labor.  Many  of  them  commit  crime  with 
the  avowed  intention  of  returning  to  prison  again;  no 
family,  home  or  friends  to  care  for  them,  they  prefer  the 
prison  to  an  alms  house  for  a  home. 

In  1859  a  portion  of  the  State  farm  at  Sing  Sing  was 
sold,  in  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed 
the  previous  year.  The  proceeds  of  such  sale  was  to  be 
expended  as  necessity  required  for  the  improvement  of 
Sing  Sing  prison,  its  buildings,  etc.  The  amount  realized 
from  such  sale  was  $34,233.34.  This  amount  was  paid 
over  to  the  agent  and  warden,  and  by  him  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  Treasurer,  in  the  Commercial  Bank,  in  the 
city  of  Albany.     The  largest  portion  of  this  fund  has  been 
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appropriated  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed,  by 
directions  of  a  previous  Board  of  Inspectors,  in  erecting 
buildings  to  supply  those  destroyed  by  fire,  (requiring 
nearly  one-third  of  the  amount.)  Steam  force  pump  and 
hose  was  purchased  out  of  this  fund,  and  many  necessary 
improvements  were  made.  The  balance,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  $1,317.20,  was  authorized  by  the  Board  to  be 
expended  in  erecting  and  extending  our  docks,  which  will 
be  in  a  few  years  filled  up  from  the  accumulations,  and  the 
land  thus  made  will  be  convenient  for  building  purposes, 
and  where  our  work  shops  will  from  necessity  be  located, 
relieving  the  centre  of  the  prison  yard  from  the  building, 
which  would,  in  case  of  fire,  endanger  the  main  prison 
hall.  The  labor  performed  upon  these  improvements  has 
been  done  by  convicts.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  new 
ground  and  docks  is  now  in  use.  The  present  agent  and 
warden  alluded  to  this  amount  in  his  report  to  the  Board, 
as  receipts  to  the  prison  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
disbursements. 

The  agent  at  Sing  Sing  also  mentions  an  amount  due 
the  Croton  aqueduct  board,  for  water  furnished  the  prison, 
amounting  to  $9,000.  This  claim  against  the  State  has 
been  the  subject  of  legislative  enactment,  and  a  law  was  pass- 
ed last  session  of  the  Legislature  directing  the  above  amount 
to  be  paid  for  the  water  furnished  the  prison  since  the  first 
of  May,  1857.  A  large  sum  was  saved  to  the  State  from  the 
original  charges  made  by  the  Croton  aqueduct  board.  The 
present  agent  alludes  to  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature, in  1859,  of  $20,000  for  the  enlargement  of  the  prison. 
This  amount  was  to  be  expended  by  the  directions  of 
the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Comptroller,  as  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  Legislature.  The  enlargement 
was  commenced  and  completed  under  their  directions,  and 
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all  reports  for  disbursements,  &c,  were  to  be  made  to  them 
and  not  to  the  Board  of  Inspectors.  Nearly  all  the  labor 
required  for  this  enlargement  of  both  male  and  female 
prisons  was  performed  by  convicts,  and  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  earned  by  them  if  employed  on  contracts 
while  thus  engaged,  was  charged  in  the  last  fiscal  year  as 
miscellaneous  earnings,  and  so  reported  to  us  by  the  officers 
of  the  prison.  Nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen 
dollars  and  eighty  cents  was  received  in  cash,  as  miscella- 
neous receipts,  as  appears  from  the  report. 

Comparisons  are  usually  made  with  former  or  corres- 
ponding years  of  the  earnings  of  the  prisons,  but  not  with 
our  actual  receipts.  If  such  a  course  should  be  adopted, 
the  prisons  would,  in  some  years,  show  a  very  great 
increase  or  deficiency,  as  the  times  would  permit.  A  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  receipts  reported  the  past  fiscal 
year  were  due  from  contractors  the  previous  year. 

Female  Prison. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1862,  there  were  137  convicts  confined  in  this 
prison.  During  the  year  28  have  been  received,  making  a 
total  of  165,  During  the  ,  same  period  47  have  been  dis- 
charged by,  expiration  of  sentence,  two  have  been  par- 
doned, one  has  died,  one  was  transferred  to  the  Lunatic 
asylum,  at  Utica,  and  one  escaped,  leaving  113  in  'prison. 

The  inmates  have  been  favored  with  an  unusual  degree 
of  health  during  the  past  year.  There  were  very  few  cases 
of  serious  or  protracted  illness.  The  only  death  in  the 
institution  during  the  year  was  from  consumption. 

As  regards  the  health — both  of  body  and  mind — which 
has  prevailed  among  the  inmates  of  this  prison,  since  our 
last  report,  it  is  enough  to  say,  that,  from  the  best  authen- 
ticated statistics,  the  degree  to  which  this  institution  has 
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been  favored,  in  both  these  particulars,  is  without  a  par- 
allel in  any  similar  institution  in  this  or  any  other  State. 

The  Sabbath  school  so  long  connected  with  this  prison, 
and  which  we  have  cause  to  believe  has,  from  its  origin, 
been  productive  of  great  good,  we  are  happy  to  say  is  well 
sustained  and  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  faithful 
labors  of  the  matron,  together  with  her  assistants  and 
chaplain,  have  been  attended  with  great  success. 

The  expenses  of  the  female  prison  must  ever  far  exceed 
its  earnings.  Out  of  our  present  number  of  113,  but  52 
were  employed  on  contract — trimming,  and  binding  hats  at 
15  cents  per  day — and  during  the  past  year  much  of  the 
time  they  were  idle.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  or  some 
months  previous,  business  revived,  and  all  are  again  employ- 
ed, except  invalids  and  those  whose  services  are  required  in 
other  departments  of  the  prison.

Those  discharged  "  unimproved"  and  "  much  improved," 
though  not  entirely  recoverd,  have  been  liberated  by  reason 
of  the  expiration  of  their  sentences,  and  were  delivered  to 
their  friends  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute. 

Many  of.  these  patients,  from  the  long  duration  of  their 
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disease  and  the  apparent  loss  of  their  mental  faculties, 
seemed  incurable ;  yet  some  are  so  far  improved  as  to  be 
useful  in  performing  simple  duties.  There  has  been  but 
little  general  sickness  in  this  institution  during  the  past 
year,  which  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  care  and 
attention  shown  to  the  patients  by  the  superintendent  and 
the  officers  under  him,  the  perfect  ventilation  of  the  build- 
ing, strict  observance  of  cleanliness,  and  the  healthy  kind 
of  food  provided. 

Frequent  application  has  been  made  to  the  Legislature 
for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  of  lunacy ;  thus  far 
no  action  has  been  taken,  terminating  in  any  definite 
result. 

A  large  number  of  our  criminal  insane  who  are  convicted 
of  crime,  and  sentenced  by  our  courts  to  prison,  have  been 
transferred  immediately  to  the  asylum  for  insane  convicts, 
remaining  permanent  inmates  of  that  institution  during  the 
period  of  their  insanity,  notwithstanding  their  term  of 
sentence  may  have  expired.  Instances  have  occurred 
where  some  of  our  courts  have  become  satisfied  that  the 
criminal  about  to  be  sentenced  by  them  was  insane,  but  to 
avoid  the  expense  to  the  county  for  his  maintenance  in  an 
asylum,  he  was  sent  to  prison,  and  transferred  to  the  State 
lunatic  asylum,  there  to  be  kept  in  all  probability  during 
his  lifetime.  This  is  an  increasing  evil,  and  should  be 
corrected ;  humanity  demands  it. 

An  increase  of  12  is  reported  over  the  number  reported 
the  preceding  year,  although  the  number  of  inmates  has 
decreased  in  our  prisons  three  hundred  and  thirty-three 
since  the  date  of  our  last  report. 

The  original  design  of  the  building  was  calculated  to 
accommodate  sixty-four  patients ;  we  exceed  that  number 
already  by  seventeen.     Some  provision  should  be  made  to 
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increase  the  dimensions  of  the  asylum,  or  the  Legislature 
should  pass  an  act  relieving  the  asylum  of  those  whose 
terms  have  expired,  returning  them  to  the  counties  from 
where  they  were  sent,  or  to  require  payment  from  such 
counties  for  their  maintenance  while  in  said  asylum. 

The  law,  at  present,  provides  that  no  convict  not 
restored  to  mental  health  shall  he  discharged  from  the 
asylum  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  his  sentence, 
unless  his  relatives  shall  give  a  satisfactory  bond  that  such 
convict  shall  not  become  a  charge  upon  any  public  charity 
of  the  State.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  we  must  of 
necessity  be  steadily  accumulating  a  class  of  hopeless,  in- 
curable cases. 

An  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  $800  is  needed  to  repair 
the  roof  of  some  of  the  asylum  buildings. 

In  the  preceding  two  annual  reports  attention  was 
directed  to  the  wall  surrounding  the  asylum.  At  the  time 
it  was  originally  laid  up  it  was  sufficiently  permanent  for 
the  time  being ;  at  present  it  has  become  very  much  im- 
paired by  the  frost  and  weather,  and  should,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  be  put  in  a  proper  condition  for  its 
preservation.  The  total  expense  will  not  exceed  $2,000, 
at  the  present  increased  price  of  labor  and  materials. 

For  a  more  full  statement  in  detail  of  this  institution 

we  would  refer  you  to  the  able  report  of  Dr.  Charles  E. 

Van  Anden,  Medical  Superintendent.

State  Prison,  Sing  Sing,   October  1,  1862. 
To  the  Hon.  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  Agent  and  Warden  of  the  Sing  Sing  prison, 
in  conformity  to  law,  begs  respectfully  to  submit  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing report,  showing  the  financial  and  other  transactions  of 
this  prison  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1*862. 

You  are  aware  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Agent  and  Warden 
of  this  prison  on  the  first  day  of  May  last,  therefore  I  deem  it 
proper  first  to  make  a  statement  of  the  financial  operations  for 
the  year,  and  to  append  a  statement  exhibiting  the  operations 
from  the  time  I  entered  upon  duty  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
which  will  embrace  a  period  of  only  five  months,  to  which  allow 
me  to  add  such  remarks  and  suggestions  as  I  have  deemed  im- 
portant.

It  is  proper  to  state  in  this  connection,  that  in  addition  to  the 
miscellaneous  earnings  before   mentioned,  there  has   been  per- 
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formed,  since  the  first  day  of  May,  8,820  days'  labor  on  prison 
enlargement,  10,887  days'  labor  on  State  work,  such  as  grading 
grounds,  repairing  roads,  walks  and  steps,  and  enlarging  and 
repairing  buildings,  and  1,620  days'  labor  in  repairing  and  filling 
in  the  docks. 

We  have  also  raised  on  the  prison  farm,  by  convict  labor, 
5,000  head  of  cabbage,  100  barrels  of  beets,  200  bushels  of 
onions,  150  barrels  of  turnips,  75  bushels  of  carrots,  30  tons  of 
hay,  tomatoes,  &c.}  &c,  all  of  which  will  be  used  by  the  con- 
victs, and  may  be  valued  at,  say  $1,000,  and  in  addition  we  have 
fatted  68  barrels  of  pork. 

Prior  to  the  first  day  of  May  last  I  find  no  record  kept  of  days' 
work  performed  during  the  seven  months  of  the  fiscal  year  which 
had  elapsed,  so  that  I  have  no  means  at  hand  by  which  I  can  give 
the  items. 

In  following  up  this  subject,  it  will  be  my  aim  to  avoid  the 
great  error  which  has  prevailed  in  the  reports  of  the  operations 
of  this  prison,  for  a  number  of  years  past,  namely,  endeavoring 
to  make  it  appear,  on  paper,  at  least,  that  this  prison  was  paying 
more  than  its  current  expenses.  In  order  to  give  you  a  clear 
and  simple  view  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  I  have  examined 
the  financial  reports  of  the  last  ten  years,  from  which  I  learn 
that  the  total  amount  of  expenditures  for  that  period  amounts  to

In  1859  a  portion  of  the  State  farm  was  sold,  in  compliance 
with  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  the  previous  session,  and 
the  amount  realized  in  cash  was  $34,233.34:,  and  on  the  first  day 
of  May  last  I  found  remaining  unexpended  of  this  amount, 
$1,317.20.  I  find  no  mention  made,  in  any  report,  of  the  use 
made  of  the  balance  of  $32,9.16.14.  In  addition  to  this  I  found 
the  prison  in  debt  to  the  Croton  Water  Commissioners,  for  the 
supply  of  water,  in  the  sum  of  $9,000.  Adding  this  amount  to 
the  $32,916.14  already  mentioned,  and  you  have  the  sum  of 
$41,916.14,  and  this  amount  added  to  the  above  excess  of  expenses, 
and  it  will  appear  that  the  expenses  have  exceeded  the  actual 
receipts  during  the  last  ten  years  the  sum  of  $460,645.43. 
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This  synopsis  does  not  include  an  appropriation  which  was 
made  by  the  Legislature,  of  $20,000,  in  the  winter  of  1858,  to 
settle  a  judgment  obtained  against  the  State  in  favor  of  Munsnn 
J.  Lockwood,  as  he  alleged,  for  supplies  furnished  and  paid  for 
by  him  with  his  private  funds,  while  he  was  agent  of  this  prison. 
Nor  does  it  include  an  appropriation  of  $20,000,  made  by  the 
Legislature  in  1859,  to  enlarge  the  prison  to  its  present  capacity. 
Doubtless  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  farm  have  been 
expended  in  the  erection  of  work-shops  and  docks,  but  I  find  no 
statement  of  disbursements  to  prove  that  fact.  The  above  state- 
ments are  undeniable  facts,  and  yet  you  will  find,  by  a  perusal 
of  the  annual  reports,  that  the  accounts  are  so  footed  up  as  to 
make  it  appear,  every  year,  that  the  income  has  been  nearly 
equal  to  the  expenses,  and  in  some  years  much  more.  When  I 
entered  upon  duty,  I  found  no  balance  of  cash  on  hand,  the 
former  agent  and  warden  had  appropriated  to  his  own  use 
$2,500,  for  which  he  rendered  a  voucher  charging  this  amount 
for  extra  services  rendered  in  superintending  the  erection  of 
work-shops  and  dry  docks  ;  this  item  will  unjustly  appear  in  this 
report  as  a  part  of  the  annual  expenses  for  1862.  By  the  annual 
report  of  1861,  it  is  made  to  appear  that  the  earnings  of  the 
prison  exceeded  the  expenditures  to  the  amount  of  $5,150.26, 
when  the  truth  is  that  the  expenses  were  $121,695.54,  and  the 
amount  of  cash  actually  collected  from  all  sources  amounted  to 
only  $27,433.  By  the  same  report  it  is  stated  that  the  earnings 
of  this  prison  was  $127,557.96,  $33,676.12  of  which  is  under  the 
head  of  miscellaneous  earnings. 

In  the  absence  of  any  records  to  show  how  these  items  are 
made  up,  it  is  fair-to  conclude  that — say — $5,000  may  have  been 
estimated  as  the  proceeds  of  stone  sold,  and  the  balance  has  been 
charged  for  convict  labor  performed  on  prison  enlargement,  and 
other  ways  about  the  premises.  I  find  also  an  item  of  $2,027 
charged  for  raising  grain,  hay  and  vegetables,  and  fatting  pork. 

If  these  figures,  as  inferred  from  the  annual  report  of  the  finan- 
cial state  of  the  institution  are  to  be  relied  upon — and  certainly 
they  are  my  only  criterion — they  show  a  state  of  facts  as  fol- 
lows :

The  latter  statement  however  cannot  be  fair,  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  all  the  men  on  most  of  the  contracts 
were  unemployed,  and  the  balance  very  moderately  so.  If  the  men 
had  all  been  busily  at  work,  you  are  aware  that  the  number  usually 
on  the  sick  list,  and  those  working  at  half  price  on  account  of  feeble 
health,  would  amount  to  fifteen  or  twenty  per  cent,  so  that  if  a  con- 
tractor has  in  his  employ  100  men  they  will  not  average  more  than 
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perhaps  85  days'  work  eacli  day.  If  on  the  other  hand  the  men 
are  idle  full  price  will  be  charged  for  them  all,  so  that  fifteen  or 
twenty  per  cent  of  this  amount  is  of  no  avail;  and  again  it  will  be 
seen  that  by  this  mode  of  keeping  accounts,  the  earnings  will  be 
larger  when  the  convicts  are  unemployed  than  they  could  be  if 
they  were  at  work  ;  it  appears  too,  that  large  charges  have  been 
made  against  some  parties  for  convict  labor  when  no  labor 
was  performed,  the  parties  not  being  contractors;  therefore,  I  see 
no  way  by  which  such  claims^can  be  collected  ;  if  so,  they  are  of 
course  of  no  value. 

The  Legislature  in  the  winter  of  1859  appropriated  $20,000  to 
be  applied  in  the  enlargement  of  the  Sing  Sing  male  and  female 
prisons.  $2,000  of  this  amount  was  applied  to  the  latter  prison, 
leaving  $18,000  to  be  applied  in  raising  the  male  prison  one 
story  higher,  and  making  an  addition  of  200  cells. 

On  the  first  day  of  May  last,  I  found  100  of  these  cells  com- 
pleted, and  a  new  roof  on  one  half  of  the  main  building.  The 
marble  for  the  balance  of  "the  work  was  prepared  and  most  of 
the  lumber  and  iron  to  finish  the  work  was  purchased,  leaving 
the  work  to  be  performed  and  the  balance  of  the  materials,  con- 
sisting of  tin  plate,  iron,  nails,  hardware,  lime,  &c,  &c,  to  be 
purchased. 

During  the  summer  I  have  received  from  the  Comptroller 
$1,803.88  being  all  the  cash  remaining  in  his  hands  unexpended 
of  the  appropriation  of  $18,000.  Since  then  I  have  borrowed 
from  the  funds  in  my  possession,  arising  from  the  sale  of  prison 
farm  $431.74,  and  still  there  remains  unpaid  a  balance  due  our 
current  expenses  account  of  $409.20. 

With  this  amount  I  have  progressed  with  the  work,  and  it  is 
now  finished,  excepting  the  adjustment  of  the  iron  rail  around 
the  gallery  and  hanging  the  doors,  and  applying  to  the  ceiling 
one  coat  more  of  paint.  A  small  appropriation  will  yet  be 
needed  to  pay  back  the  borrowed  funds  and  complete  the   work. 

When  I  entered  upon  duty  as  agent  and  warden  of  this  prison, 
I  found  the  premises  in  great  confusion.  The  yards  and  angles 
of  shops'strewn  with  brick  bats,  stone,  cinders,  old  iron,  bits  of 
bones  and  other  rubbish — the  buildings  in  some  cases  dilapida- 
ted— and  an  air  of  carelessness  pervaded  the  whole  property, 
and  the  grounds  around  the  prison  looked  like  some  deserted 
spot  which  had  long  been  without  any  lawful  owner.  On  the 
first  day  of  May  there  were  1,164  male]  convicts  in  the  prison. 
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Of  this  number  271  were  employed  on  contracts  and  204  em- 
ployed in  the  quarry,  jobbing  shop,  state  shop,  mess  room,  hall, 
<fcc,  making  a  total  of  men  employed  475.  The  remainder 
were  idle  and  locked  up  in  their  cells,  excepting  when  taken  out 
and  marched  round  the  yard  for  exercise  and  going  to  the  mess 
room  at  meal  hours. 

By  your  permission  I  purchased  wheelbarrows,  shovels,  &c, 
and  in  a  few  days  had  all  the  idle  men  at  work  cleaning  up  the 
yard,  improving  the  grounds  and  filling  in  the  docks,  &c,  &c. 
After  having  the  men  thus  employed  for  some  two  monts,  the  old 
contractors  began  to  call  for  more  men,  new  parties  also  came 
forward. asking  for  new  contracts,  and  we  have  prospered  to  that 
extent  in  this  direction  till  now  at  this  time  of  writing  every 
available  man  is  profitably  employed  on  contract  work,  and  yet 
we  have  not  able-bodied  men  enough  to  supply  the  demands  of 
contractors. 

The  stove  foundry  contract,  formerly  held  by  Messrs.  Camp  & 
Co.,  has  been  discontinued,  that  firm  having  disposed  of  their 
interest  to  Messrs.  Kennedy  &  Co.,  and  the  latter  having 
abandoned  the  business,  leaves  unoccupied  the  main  foundry 
building,  202  feet  long  by  61  feet  broad,  which  was  used  for  a 
molding  room,  a  shop  48  feet  by  62  feet,  two  stories  high,  which 
was  used  for  mounting  stoves,  engine  room,  23  feet  by  14  feet, 
and  office,  24  feet  by  22  feet.  These  buildings  were  erected  in 
1858,  upon  made  ground,  which  had  not  had  sufficient  time  to 
become  firmly  settled  before,  the  work  was  commenced  ;  in  con- 
sequence of  this  the  buildings  have  settled,  the  walls  badly 
cracked,  and  the  roof  so  much  damaged,  that  they  are  unfit  for 
use,  and  I  think,  inasmuch  as  these  shops  are  badly  located,  it 
will  be  good  policy  to  take  them  down,  and  use  part  of  the 
materials  for  the  erection  of  a  blacksmith's  shop,  which  is  much 
needed  at  the  north  end  of  the  yard,  and  the  balance  may  be  used 
in  the  erection  of  other  buildings  when  they  are  needed  for  new 
contracts. 

The  hat  contractors  have  heretofore  largely  depended  on  a 
Southern  market  for  the  sale  of  their  productions,  and  when  the 
unfortunate  war  broke  out  they  held  large  claims  against  Southern 
merchants,  which  being  yet  unavailable,  and  in  all  probability 
never  will  be  realized,  have  seriously  embarrassed  them  in  their 
business.  This  loss  has  been  the  more  severe,  inasmuch  as  it  has 
both  deprived  them  of  their  capital  and  a  market  for  their  goods. 
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During  the  last  few  months,  however,  our  home  market  lias 
recovered  to  some  extent;  they  have  received  liberal  orders  for 
army  hats,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  have  received  large  orders 
for  army  blankets.  These  favors  have  placed  the  contractors  on 
their  feet  to  some  extent,  and  they  are  now  doing  a  thriving  and 
no  doubt  a  profitable  business. 

The  cabinet  contract  occupies  2-^  acres  of  ground,  upon  which 
are  the  main  building,  with  three  floors,  containing  each  11,262 
feet;  wing,  with  three  floors,  1,200  feet  each;  engine  room,  two 
floors,  containing  each  2,016  feet;  a  store  room,  with  two  floors, 
containing  3,162  feet  each ;  the  balance  of  the  land  being  used 
for  piling  lumber,  sheds,  coal  yard,  <fcc,  <fcc.  There  are  about  50 
men  employed  on  this  contract  at  present,  and  when  they  are  in 
full  operation  I  am  informed  they  have  employed  as  many  as  178 
men.  This  contractor  formerly  had  a  large  Southern  trade,  which 
the  unhappy  civil  strife  between  the  two  sections  of  our  country 
has  destroyed,  and  left  him  a  large  loser,  from  which  he  has  now 
no  prospect  of  recovery.  The  demand  for  furniture  being  now 
quite  limited  necessarily  makes  this  branch  of- business  in  this 
prison  very  dull. 

The  carpet  weaving  business  (of  which  there  was  formerly  two 
contracts,)  has  been  seriously  damaged  by  the  depression  of 
business  which  has  pervaded  our'  country  during  the  last  two 
years.  Mr.  Smith  has  abandoned  the  business,  and  his  shop  and 
looms  are  now  employed  by  Mr.  Peter  Hayden  in  the  manufacture 
of  cloth  for  horse  blankets,  with  prospect  of  good  success. 

The  boot  and  shoe  business  has  suffered  seriously  from  the 
general  stagnation  of  business,  the  market  having  become  badly 
deranged,  so  that  the  demand  for  goods  in  that  line  for  general 
use  became  very  limited,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  safety  in 
giving  credit  to  those  who  would  buy.  The  contractors,  Messrs. 
E.  P.  <fc  A.  Ross,  however,  have  succeeded  in  securing  large  orders 
for  army  boots,  which  affords  them  large  employment  at  present, 
and  to  all  appearance  they  are  doing  a  profitable  business. 

On  the  first  day  of  July,  Peter  Hayden,  Esq.,  entered  into  a 
contract  for  the  labor  of  100  men  to  engage  in  the  manufacture 
of  harness  and  carriage  hardware ;  this  is  a  temporary  contract, 
having  one  year  from  date  to  run.  He  took  the  premises  formerly 
occupied  for  a  saw  factory  (which  has  been  repaired  and  enlarged). 
He  is  putting  into  it  much  valuable  machinery,  and  this  branch 
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of  business  bids  fair  to  give  permanent  and  profitable  employ- 
ment  to  a  large  number  of  men. 

The  auger  contract,  conducted  by  Mr.  James  Ludlum,  is  pros- 
pering well  ;  the  quality  of  the  work  turned  out  looks  well,  and 
from  the  busy  appearance  of  the  shop,  and  the  constant  demand 
for  more  men,  I  judge  that  this  business  is  satifactory. 

The  file  contract,  Messrs.  James  Horner  &  Co.,  contractors,  has 
been  in  difficulty ;  the  pressure  of  the  times  has  operated  against 
the  business  to  some  extent,  the  firm  has  fallen  in  arrears  to  the 
State,  and  the  business,  in  my  judgment,  has  been  improperly 
managed.  Legal  proceedings  have  been  commenced  against 
them,  and  I  presume  the  matter  must  be  adjusted  in  this  manner. 

Benjamin  Underwood,  Esq.,  has  lately  resuscitated  the  tapestry 
carpet  business,  and  appears  to  be  doing  well. 

The  shook  or  cooper  contract  occupies  1.12  acres  of  land,  upon 
which  is  situated  the  work  shop,  one  story,  containing  5,493  feet 
of  floor  room;  engine  room,  one  story,  1,292  feet  of  floor;  and  an 
open  shed  for  storing,  7,310  feet  of  floor;  the  remainder  of  the 
ground  is  used  for  piling  staves,  wood,  &c,  &c.  This  contract 
employs  only  an  average  of  24  men,  under  one  keeper.  These 
works,  together  with  the  lumber  yard  and  store  house  occupied 
by  the  cabinet  contract,  involve  the  necessity  of  employing  one 
extra  guard. 

During  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  a  large  amount  of 
dock  cribbing  commenced,  but  little  of  which  is  yet  finished  ;  a 
large  area  of  land  submerged,  has  been  embraced,  much  of  which 
is  from  ten  to  thirteen  feet  under  water,  and  not  yet  filled  in,  nor 
can  it  be  for  many  years  to  come,  unless  it  be  done  at  great 
expense ;  the  dock  cribbing  cannot  be  finished  with  less  (prob- 
ably) than  three  or  four  thousand  dollars,  and  when  it  is  com- 
pleted and  fiLled  in,  I  think  it  will  be  of  little  value  to  the  State, 
for  the  very  good  reason  that  the  State  has  plenty  of  land  in  that 
direction  for  all  needful  purposes. 

I  would,  however,  advise  that  the  cribbing  be  finished  and 
made  secure,  so  that  the  basin  can  be  used  as  a  harbor  for  ves- 
sels to  load  and  unload  in  stormy  weather. 

From  such  observations  as  I  have  been  able  to  make,  I  think 
the  pecuniary  interest  of  the  State  demands  that  as  far  as  possi- 
ble every  prisoner  should  be  employed  on  some  contract.  I  find 
that  the  prisoners  are  very  anxious  to  get  off  from  contract 
work;  and  I  find,  too,  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  them  work 
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well  on  any  contract  after  they  have  been  for  any  length  of  timo 
engaged  on  State  work  ;  the  reason  is  obvious.  The  contractors 
are  personally  interested,  and  they  employ  foremen  to  see  that 
the  men  do  a  fair  day's  work,  or  else  they  see  to  it  themselves; 
while  those  employed  upon  State  work  are  in  charge  of  but  one 
keeper  to  a  largo  number  of  men,  who  must  attend  to  everything, 
maintain  discipline  and  good  order,  as  well  as  to  looking  after 
his  men  when  at  work.  The  prisoners  take  advantage  of  this, 
and  they  think,  too,  that  it  makes  no  difference  how  little  they 
do;  as  they  are  working  for  the  State,  it  will  not  be  found  out, 
or  if  it  is,  it  will  not  merit  such  punishment  as  if  they  were 
working  for  a  contractor ;  besides  this,  they  have  better  oppor- 
tunities to  make  fancy  articles  for  themselves,  with  less  chance 
of  being  detected.  They  know,  too,  that  they  have  more  chance 
to  barter  with  others;  in  this  way  they  become  demoralized,  and 
often  difficult  to  control. 

From  the  little  time  I  have  for  investigations,  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  our  marble  quarries  under  present  restriction, 
are,  at  least,  no  profit  to  the  State,  if  not  an  absolute  expense. 
It  takes  some  four  or  five  .extra  guards  to  watch  the  men  when 
they  are  at  work,  the  cost  of  powder  and  tools  is  large,  the  whole 
of  which  is  much  exposed  to  the  depredations  of  discharged  con- 
victs and  others,  at  night  and*  on  Sunday,  the  shops  are  often 
broken  open  and  valuable  tools  stolen ;  add  to  this  the  fact  that 
we  must  keep  four  or  five  teams  to  do  the  draying,  and  again  all 
the  men  and  teams  must  be  unemployed  in  stormy  weather,  and 
you  make  such  inroads  to  the  scanty  income,  that  I  see  little 
chance  for  any  surplus  after  paying  expenses. 

I  think  the  quarry  can  be  worked  to  better  advantage  by  con- 
tract, and  I  urgently  request  your  attention  and  consideration  to 
this  department  of  the  institution  at  an  early  day. 

I  think  the  lime  burning  business  as  contracted  under  the  pre- 
sent arrangements,  is  of  little  or  no  value  to  the  State.  There 
are  only  five  or  six  men  employed,  and  to  keep  them  at  work  we 
must  use  our  ox  team  to  convey  the  lime  stone  from  the  quarry 
to  the  kiln,  all  of  whom  are  turned  on  our  hand,  and  unemployed 
during  the  winter  months. 

I  have,  however,  with  the  commencement  of  this  fiscal  year, 
instituted  the  plan  of  keeping  accounts  with  the  quarry  and  lime 
kiln,  so  that  at  the  end  of  this  year,  if  not  sooner,  I  may  be  able 
to  state  more  accurately  of  the  working  of  both. 
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Our  jobbing  shop  as  now  situated,  and  the  operation  of  it,  is 
more  of  a  nuisance  than  anything  else.  It  covers  a  large  space 
of  ground,  on  which  are  the  carpenter's,  paint,  cooper's,  tin  and 
blacksmith's  shops,  lumber  room,  horse  and  ox  stables,  hay  loft, 
soap  boilers'  room,  wood  shed,  and  straw  barn  and  cow  stables, 
thus  affording  many  hiding  places  and  different  apartments  in 
which  convicts  may  practice  much  mischief;  all  of  these  out- 
houses, and  their  inhabitants  by  day,  are  under  the  care  of  one 
keeper ;  and,  as  these  premises  are  situated  outside  of  the  main 
prison  yard,  they  are  beyond  the  beat  of  the  night  watchman, 
and  very  much  exposed  to  fire  or  plunder.  I  submit,  therefore, 
no  time  should  be  lost  in  taking  down  all  these  old  sheds,  and 
moving  the  jobbing  shop  into  a  suitable  building  in  the  main 
yard. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  passed  an  act  authorizing 
the  Governor  to  acquire  not  exceeding  four  acres  of  land  adjoin- 
ing the  prison  grounds  on  the  south.  By  direction  of  his  Excel- 
lency, I  have  had  the  land  surveyed,  and  a  map  made  of  the  same, 
a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Governor.  The  Attorney  Gene- 
ral has  caused  to  be  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  title  of 
this  land,  and  I  am  just  informed  by  the  Governor  that  the  water 
front  now  belongs  to  the  State;  and,  also,  that  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  parties  proposing  to  sell  said  land  cannot  give  a  good 
title  to  it,  therefore  it  must  be  referred  to  the  court  or  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  next  session;  the  latter  will,  probably  be  the 
course  pursued^ 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  workings  of  this  institu- 
tution,  I  am  persuaded  that  this  prison  should  be  inclosed  by  a 
good  substantial  stone  wall  ;  this  could  be  done  by  convict  labor 
at  a  small  outlay  of  money ;  this  being  done,  would  largely 
reduce  the  expense  of  guarding  the  prisons,  and  in  that  case  it 
would  be  quite  unnecessary  to  acquire  any  more  land. 

I  think  this  plan  would  materially  lessen  our  expenses,  and 
improve  the  discipline,  as  well  as  add  to  our  pecuniary  gains.  I 
think,  too,  that  care  should  be  taken  to  establish  in  the  prison 
such  kinds  of  mechanical  employment  as  will  require  the  least 
amount  of  shop  room,  and  the  smallest  number  of  keepers.  I 
think  a  first  class  contract  could  be  established  to  manufacture 
horse  shoe  nails,  also  that  edge  tools  could  be  made  to  good 
advantage. 

The  buildings   and   grounds  of  the  female  prison  have  been 
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sadly  neglected.  The  roof  over  the  main  hall  is  nearly  worthlefS, 
and  a  new  one  must  be  put  on  as. early  as  possible  in  the  spring, 
otherwise  the  building  will  soon  be  unfit  for  use.  In  1860,  there 
were  added  to  this  prison  a  number  of  new  cells,  which  are  with- 
out any  means  of  ventilation,  and  too  small  in  size,  and  other- 
wise so  poorly  constructed  that  they  are  nearly  unfit  for  use. 
The  water  has  undermined  the  side  walls  of  the  main  building, 
and  has  broken  and  bent  them  to  that  extent  that  they  are  in 
danger  of  falling.  The  outer  wards  are  also  badly  constructed, 
and  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  must  be  rebuilt  to  be  of  any 
service.  The  wall  inclosing  the  yard  should  be  repaired  and 
raised  four  feet  higher. 

I  think  it  would  be  good  policy  if  the  Legislature,  at  its  next 
session,  would  make — 

1.  A  small  appropriation  to  finish  the  enlargement  of  male 
prison,  and  substitute  iron  for  the  old  wooden  gallaries  which 
have  been  in  the  hall  since  the  edifice  was  erected  in  1826,  and 
which  are  very  inconvenient. 

2.  To  commence  building  a  wall  around  the  prison. 

3.  To  enlarge  hospital,  and  chapel,  and  library  apartment. 

4.  To  put  new  roof  on  the  female  prison  and  repair  the  same. 
The  city  of  New  York,  which  furnishes  such  large  numbers  of 

our  inmates,  seems  to  be  the  centering  place  of  rogues  from  all 
parts  of  the  world,  who  appear  to  think  they  can  apply  their 
avocations  with  more  success,  and  with  less  probability  of  detec- 
tion, and  thus  escape  punishment,  than  in  apy  other  place  ;  here 
they  live  in  debauchery  and  crime,  which  soon  renders  them 
diseased  and  physicially  debilitated ;  and  when  convicted  and 
sent  here  are  in  most  cases  diseased,  and  become  immediately 
subjects  for  medical  treatment  and  the  sick  room — many  of  them 
for  most  of  the  term  of  sentence — and  in  this  way  putting  this 
institution  to  large  expense  for  their  support. 
,  During  the  years  1861  and  1862  there  were  transferred  from 
this  to  Auburn  and  Clinton  prisons  200  prisoners. 

By  law  it  is  provided  that  when  convicts  are  transferred  from 
one  prison  to  another,  the  last  received  shall  be  the  first  removed. 

When  this  transfer  was  made,  many  of  the  men  last  received 
were  employed  on  contracts,  so  that  they  could  not  be  taken 
without  damage  to  the  contractor,  therefore  other  men  were 
taken  instead.  When  such  transfers  are  made,  it  seems  to  be 
poor  policy  to  go  to  the  expense  of  removing  old  men,  cripples  or 
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sliort  term  men,  therefore  all  long  term  and  able  bodied  men  were 
selected.  That  left  this  prison  with  a  very  large  percentage  of 
unavailable  men  on  hand.  This  fact,  together  with  that  above 
mentioned,  viz.,  that  so  many  feeble  and  unavailable  men  are 
received  here,  is  now  seriously  embarrassing  the  pecuniary  inter- 
est of  this  prison.  By  careful  investigation,  I  find  now  in  this 
prison  153  men  who,  from  old  age  or  disease,  are  unfit  to  perform 
manual  labor  sufficient  to  make  them  of  any  pecuniary  advantage. 
Many  of  them  are  employed  at  some  light  work,  sufficient  only 
to  give  them  needful  exercise.  The  proximity  of  this  prison  to 
the  city  of  New  York,  which  is  the  leading  market  of  the 
country,  always  tends  to  make  our  ordinary  supplies  cost  the 
highest  price;  and  the  rapid  advance  now  taking  place  in  nearly 
everything  consumed  here,  will  doubtless  largely  increase  the 
cost  of  maintaining  this  prison.  The  same  remarks  apply  with 
significant  force  to  the  expense  of  supporting  the  families  of  our 
prison  officers.  Their  salary  seems  certainly  very  small  in  con- 
sideration of  the  services  they  render  the  State.  Are  not  the 
duties  of  a  prison  officer  as  onerous  as  those  of  a  metropolitan 
policeman  ?     I  certainly  think  so. 

By  reference  to  the  Chaplain's  report,  you  will  perceive  that 
about  12  per  cent,  of  all  the  convicts  who.  come  to  this  prison 
return  for  the  second  time  ;  and  it  is  proper  to  say,  that  nearly 
all  of  them  are  so  feeble  in  health  or  broken  in  constitution  that 
they  are  of  little  value  for  labor. 

Perhaps  at  no  period  in  our  history  has  the  public  mind  been 
so  much  exercised  in  reference  to  .the  management  of  penal  insti- 
tutions as  at  present.  The  subject  is  attracting  the  attention  of 
writers  and  speakers,  both  secular  and  religious.  Earnest  in- 
quiries, both  verbal  and  written,  are  frequently  made,  and  per- 
sons seeming  deeply  interested  in  this  department  of  our  govern- 
ment often  visit  this  prison  in  quest  of  information  on  this  subject. 

In  the  month  of  July  last,  I  received  from  his  Excellency 
Governor  Morgan  a  copy  of  a  letter,  written  by  Mr.  Tassara, 
Minister  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  to  our  Government,  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  asking  for  certain  information  in  relation  to  penal 
institutions  and  their  regulations  in  the  United  States.  Accom- 
panying this  was  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Wm.  H.  Seward,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  requesting  the  Governor  to  aiford  such  informa- 
tion as  would  enable  him  to  comply  with  the  request  of  Mr.  Tas- 
sara, so  far  as  the  State  of  New  York  is  concerned. 
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In  order,  therefore,  to  comply  with  this  request,  so  far  as  this 
institution  was  concerned,  I  proceeded  to  have  a  complete  sketch 
of  this  prison  and  its  surroundings  prepared  ;  in  addition  to  this, 
[  had  beautifully  bound  several  reports  running  back  six  years  of 
the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  New  York,  all  of  which  have 
been  forwarded  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  by  him  to 
the  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  receipt  of  the  same  has 
been  suitably  acknowledged  by  the  Spanish  Minister. 

But  deeming  it  necessary  to  make  this  information  more  com- 
plete, I  am  now  having  prepared  plans  and  drawings  of  the 
interior  of  the  main  hall  of  this  prison,  with  an  outline  of  the 
various  modern  improvements;  these  drawings  .will  soon  be  com- 
pleted and  forwarded  to  the  Governor. 

The  expense  of  lighting  the  prison  with  gas  from  the  village 
works  seems  to  be  very  high,  and  I  think  it  would  be  good 
economy  to  erect  small  gas  works  of  our  own. 

Our  wash-room  has  been  removed  to  new  apartments,  and  our 
facilities  for  doing  the  work  of  that  important  department  much 
improved ;  we  are  now  enabled  to  keep  the  men  clean  and  com- 
fortable. Attached  to  this  department  is  a  bathing  room,  of 
sufficient  dimensions  to  bathe.  60  or  70  men  at  a  time  ;  this  has 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  men,  and  no  doubt  conducive  to 
their  health. 

When  I  entered  upon  duty  here  I  adopted  the  following  funda- 
mental principles — viz  : 

1st.  To  give  full  and  careful  attention  to -the  moral  and  physi- 
cal welfare  of  the  prisoners. 

2d.  To  give  due  attention  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the 
institution. 

3d.  To  give  careful  attention  to  the  interest  of  contractors. 

4th.  To  do  what  I  could  to  make  the  duties  of  the  officers  as 
comfortable  and  pleasant  in  the  several  departments  as  possible. 

5th.  To  give  as  much  attention  as  I  could  consistently  with  my 
other  duties  to  persons  who  might  visit  the  prison  on  business 
or  otherwise. 

In  the  management  of  the  police  department  I  determined  to 
give  a  full  and  fair  trial*  of  a  firm,  yet  mild  form  of  discipline, 
and  in  order  to  do  this.  I  found  it  necessary  to  mingle  as  much 
as  possible  with  the  keepers  ;  and  in  order  that  I  might  have  a 
full  understanding  with  them  in  the  commencement  of  my  duty, 
I  published  the  following  address,   and    placed   a   copy  in   the 
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hands  of  every  officer  of  the  prison.  This  address  seemed  to 
make  a  new  and  salutary  impression  on  the  mind  of  most  of  them, 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  nearly  every  officer  has  manifested 
commendable  zeal  in  his  endeavors  to  aid  me  in  giving  my  plans 
a  fair  trial. 

ADDRESS  TO  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  STATE    PRISON    AT  SING   SING,  N.   Y. 

Gentlemen, — I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  agent  and  warden  of 
this  prison  deeply  impressed,  as  I  trust  you  are,  with  the  immense 
responsibilities  connected  with  the  office.  I  find  here  property, 
real  and  personal,  amounting  to  more  than  eight  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  placed  under  my  care ;  more  than  one  hundred 
officers  of  the  various  grades,  whose  duties  are  to  be  determined 
and  directed  by  me  ;  a  large  number  of  contractors  and  their 
employees,  who  must  receive  much  attention  from  me;  I  am  to 
look  after  the  earnings  of  this  institution  to  the  amount  of  some 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars;  I  am  to  receive  from  the 
State  treasury  in  cash,  some  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars to  disburse  ;  or,  in  other  words,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  attend 
to  financial  operations  amounting  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  of 
dollars;  I  am  also  to  purchase  all  of  the  supplies  of  provisions, 
clothing,  stock,  materials,  &c,  &c.  And,  most  important  of  all, 
in  my  judgment,  I  find  here  nearly  thirteen  hundred  convicts, 
confined  in  two  prisons,  with  whom  I  have  to  deal,  and  whose 
physical  and  moral  welfare  must  claim  a  large  share  of  my  time 
and  earnest  attention.  When  I  survey  the  vast  proportions  and 
varied  interests  of  this  institution,  and  consider  that  I  am  ex- 
pected to  keep  all  parts  of  its  machinery  in  harmonious  opera- 
tion, I  am  frank  to  say  to  you,  I  should  shrink  from  these  duties 
as  a  hopeless  task,  did  I  not  feel  sure  that  I  shall  have  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  every  officer  connected  with  the  prison. 

I  trust  that  none  of  you  will  view  this  institution  merely  as  a 
place  of  punishment.  Man,  in  his  fallen  nature,  is  prone  to  err, 
and  when  he  is  given  up  to  his  own  evil  inclinations,  he  will  over- 
step the  bounds  of  Heaven's  injunctions  and  trample  upon  the 
rights  of  his  fellow  man;  hence  the  necessity  of  human  laws  to 
defend  the  virtuous  and  promote  good  order  in  society  by  placing 
the  vicious  under  proper  restraint ;  human  law,  with  pains  and 
penalties,  subjects  the  criminal  to  correction;  and  in  order  as 
far  as  possible  to  restrain  wicked  dispositions  and  vicious  prac- 
tices, it  has  been  deemed  a  wise  provision  to  establish  penal  in- 
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stitutions  ;  and  it  has  been  the  constant  effort  and  deepest  con- 
cern of  all  good  men  in  our  State,  as  well  us  in  all  other  parts 
of  our  land,  to  have  our  prisons  so  managed  as  to  correct  the  bad 
dispositions  of  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  and  vicious  afl  to  be 
brought  under  this  kind  of  restraint.  For  this  purpose  the 
Legislature  has  established  prisons  and  enacted  laws  under  which 
they  must  be  governed  ;  and  in  doing  this,  it  has  ever  been  the 
intention  of  our  law-makers  to  place  their  management  in  the 
hands  of  faithful  officers. 

We  now  have  this  prison  under  our  care,  and  I  trust  each  of 
you  will  consider  well  the  part  you  are  to  perform  in  the  conduct 
of  its  affairs.  Its  management  may  be  viewed,  if  you  please,  in 
the  light  of  a  vast  partnership,  the  interest  in  the  success  of 
which,  each  member  must  feel  a  deep  concern  ;  and  I  desire  that 
each  and  every  one  of  you  should  act  as  though  the  prosperity 
of  this  institution  in  each  department  depended  upon  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  your  duties  as  an  individual  member  of  it.  Very 
little  law  is  necessary  for  the  management  of  our  State  prisons, 
if  men  possessing  all  the  qualities  to  make  good  officers  are  at 
all  times  employed.  God,  in  his  wise  provision,  has  created  men 
with  endowments  as  varied  as  he  has  made  their  physical  forms 
to  differ  in  appearance  ;  a  man  ma};  be  a  good  merchant,  banker, 
or  mechanic,  and  yet  be  totally  unfit  to  be  a  party  leader  or  con- 
troller of  men.  And  in  the  various  grades  of  capacity,  I  con- 
sider none  more  peculiar  than  that  required  to  make  a  good  prison 
keeper.  Among  no  class  of  the  human  race  will  you  find  a  wider 
range  of  character  or  more  varied  degrees  of  talent  and  disposi- 
tion than  among  the  inmates  of  our  prisons — and  a  man  to  be  a 
good  prison  keeper,  must  have  the  faculty  to  adapt  himself  in  an 
instant  to  any  emergency  which  is  at  any  time  liable  to  arise 
among  his  men ;  a  good  keeper  must  have  a  prompt  business 
turn,  a  firm  and  dignified  bearing,  a  kind  heart,  a  quick  and  keen 
perception  of  character ;  he  must  be  able  to  read  human  nature 
at  a  glance,  and,  in  fact,  must  have  a  store  of  experience,  and 
the  power  or  presence  of  mind,  as  it  were,  at  his  finger's  end,  to 
enable  him  to  manage  so  many  different  dispositions,  as  he  may 
have  different  looking  men  under  his  care.  Besides  this,  to  be 
a  good  keeper,  he  must  have  the  power,  by  force  of  example  and 
weight  of  character,  to  cause  the  convicts  under  his  care  to  re- 
spect, love,  obey,  and  fear  him;  he  must  maintaiu  a  firm,  steady 
system  of  discipline,  without  any  cruelty ;  he  must  at  the  same 
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time  so  conduct  himself  that  every  convict  will  have  confidence 
in  him ;  he  must  make  them  understand  that  he  is  their  friend, 
and  that  he  seeks  to  improve  their  characters,  and,  if  possible, 
fit  them  to  be  useful  members  of  society  when  they  shall  again 
be  entitled  to  their  freedom — and  none  but  men  of  well  balanced 
minds  and  sound  judgment  can  accomplish  these  ends. 

I  trust  that  no  officer  will  be  so  forgetful  of  the  importance  of 
his  position  here  as  in  the  least  thing,  either  by  word,  gesture, 
or  deed,  to  compromise  himself  with  the  convicts,  or  arouse  their 
violent  or  latent  passions.     The  man  who  will  stoop  so  low  as  to 
parley,  or   bargain,    or  joke   with  a   convict,  I   consider  entirely 
unfit  to  hold  an  office   in  this   institution.     In  yonder  shop  you 
may  see  a  steam  engine  in  motion,  it  has   the  power  of  many 
horses ;  you  see  it  operate,  you   see   the   long  line  of  machinery 
driven   by  it   in  motion,  every  part  works   smoothly,   no  steam 
escapes  into  the  room;  you  hear  no  scraping,  grinding  or  jarring, 
but  all  its  parts  work  with  such   precision  that  you  might  place 
it  in  any  gentleman's  drawing  room  without  fear  of  injury  to  any 
piece  of  furniture.     To  learn  where  this  power  comes  from,  you 
must  go  into  another   apartment  where   you  will   find   steam  is 
regularly  furnished.     The  engineer  is  ever  attentive,  every  part 
of  the  machine  is  kept  in  perfect  order  and  every  jourjial  clean 
and  well  oiled.     Figuratively  speaking,  this  is  my  present  idea 
of  a  well  managed  shop  in  State  prison.     The  power  delegated 
to  a  keeper  is  worse  than  useless,  if  that  keeper  does  not  apply 
it  properly ;  he  must  keep  everything  in  perfect  order,  and  if  he 
has  the  faculty  to  discipline  and  manage  himself  well,  the  man- 
agement of  his  men  will  be  an  easy  task.     In  the  several  shops 
every  movement   should  be   conducted   as   quietly  as   possible ; 
every  man  should  be  kept  as  clean  as  circumstances  will  allow  ; 
the  shop  should  be  kept  clean ;  every  useful  article  should  have 
its  place  and  be  kept  in  that  place ;  and  all  this  may  be  accom- 
plished without  noise,  confusion  or  bluster.     A  man  to  make  a 
good  carpenter,  must  have  a  fondness  for  his  trade,  he  must  be 
fond  of  his  tools,  he  must  be  pleased  and  interested  in  the  quality 
and  practical  use  of  the  various  material ;  he  must  take  pleasure 
•in  the  progress  of  his  work,  and  the  very  sound  of  the  jack-plane 
or  saw  must  be  music  in  his  car.     The  boy  to  make  a  good  mer- 
chant, must  be  pleased  with  the  store  and  counting-room,  and  he 
must  be  so  fond  of  the  goods   in  which  he   is   dealing  that  the 
pleasure  of  opening,  sorting  and  putting  new  goods  on  the  shelves 
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will  at  times  take  away  his  appetite.  The  banker  must  have  a 
peculiar  fondness  for  that  quiet  employment.  The  lawyer  must 
be  so  much  interested  in  his  profession  that  he  can  make  the 
cause  of  his  client  his  own  cause,  and  he  must  be  so  delighted 
with  the  details  of  his  business  that  he  can  cheerfully  spend  a 
large  share  of  the  night  to  prepare  himself  for  the  legal  contest; 
and,  in  a  word,  if  when  a  boy  selects  his  employment  for  life  he 
does  it  for  the  love  and  enjoyment  of  the  occupation,  as  well  as 
for  the  pecuniary  benefit,  it  may  yield,  that  boy  or  man  in  nine 
cases  out  of  every  ten  will  succeed  in  his  undertaking. 

And  here,  gentlemen,  I  will  venture  the  assertion  that  any 
man  who  seeks  the  appointment  of  any  office  in  this  prison  solely 
for  the  dollars  and  cents  which  he  may  receive  at  the  end  of  each 
month — that  man  is  unworthy  of  a  place  among  you  ;  and  need 
I  say,  that  lie  who  will  stoop  so  low  as  to  indulge  in  profane 
swearing,  or  enter  upon  these  premises  while  under  the  influence 
of  intoxicating  liquors,  should,  under  no  circumstances,  be 
allowed  to  hold  an  office  here.  Nothing  can  be  more  improper, 
unwise  or  injurious,  than  to  indulge  in  these  habits  in  any  place, 
and  no  place  should  be  more  free  from  it  than  the  prison.  You 
behold  here  a  good-looking  man,  for  whom  nature  has  done 
much  ;  he  is  well  dressed,  and  appears  before  you  made  in  the 
image  originally  of  his  Creator.  You  are  pleased  with  his  per- 
sonal appearance ;  you  seek  an  introduction  with  the  hope  and 
expectation  that  you  are  about  to  learn  something  useful ;  but 
to  your  astonishment  you  catch  from  his  breath  the  fumes  of 
alcohol ;  he  is  under  .the  influence  of  liquor.  Listen  !  hear  the 
horrid  oaths  he  utters  !  You  feel  sick — you  turn  from  him  in 
disgust :  he  sinks  so  low  in  yoUr  estimation  that  you  consider 
him  a  rebel  against  society,  and  not  fit  to  associate  with  his  fel- 
low man  ! 

We  must  remember  that  we  are  dealing  with  criminals,  and 
that  the  opportunity  of  doing  good  is  ever  present  with  us.  It 
is  true,  every  man  sentenced  and  confined  here  has  legally  for- 
feited his  rights  to  freedom  and  the  enjoyment  of  virtuous 
society;  nevertheless,  in  no  case  has  he  forfeited  his  claims  to  our 
sympathy.  But  I  hear  some  one  say,  "  how  can  I  do  any  good, 
when  I  am  not  allowed  to  hold  any  social  intercourse  with  con- 
victs V1  I  answer  :  "  do  it  by  weight  of  character,  and  the  force 
of  example. "  I  know  of  no  place  in  which  good  character,  good 
habits,  and  gentlemanly  bearing,  with  well  directed  effort,  c*n 
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do  more  good  ;  nor  do  I  know  of  any  place  where  bad  character, 
bad  habits,  and  bad  influences,  can  do  so  much  harm. 

If  you  listen  to  the  story  of  these  convicts,  nearly  all  will  tell 
you  that  swearing,  rum,  and  other  bad  practices  and  associations 
were  directly  instrumental  in  producing  their  downfall  and 
brought  them  to  this  end  ;  and  now,  when  they  are  here,  nothing 
but  a  total  change  of  influence  and  associations  can  produce  any 
reform.  They  would,  without  doubt,  like  to  be  reformed,  and  to 
go  out  from  this  place  to  mingle  again  with  society,  honest  and 
virtuous  men — and  this  many  of  them  will  be  able  to  do  if  we 
are  faithful  to  our  charge. 

In  elevating  the  moral  character  of  this  institution  we  shall 
in  a  large  degree  increase  its  usefulness,  and  lessen  the  pecuniary 
burden  which  it  has  become  upon  the  treasury  of  our  State. 

Economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  order,  are  essential  to  the 
management  of  any  large  establishment.  The  interest  of  the 
contractors  should  not  be  overlooked,  but  should  rather  have 
our  earnest  attention ;  every  facility  consistent  with  our  duty  to 
the  State,  and  the  inmates  of  this  prison,  should  be  cheerfully 
granted  or  extended  to  them.  In  the  pecuniary  department  of 
our  duty  we  should  remember  that  the  interest  of  the  State  can- 
not prosper  unless  the  contractor  is  prosperous  also  ;  its  affairs 
must  be  conducted  with  an  eye  to  mutual  benefit.  No  contrac- 
tor, must,  for  one  moment,  be  allowed  to  trespass  on  the  property 
or  rights  of  the  State  j  nor  must  we,  as  State  officers,  attempt  to 
take  undue  advantage  of  any  contractor.  All  dealings  must  be 
honest  and  fair.  I  desire,  too,  that  every  officer  shall  guard  with 
zealous  care  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  State,  and  I  shall 
esteem  it  a  special  duty  as  well  as  favor  to  be  informed  promptly 
of  all  depredations  and  wrong  doing  (no  matter  by  whom  com- 
mitted) against  any  of  the  interests  of  this  institution. 

I  shall  be  most  happy,  moreover,  to  receive  any  advice  or  sug- 
gestions from  any  officer  by  which  the  interests  of  this  establish- 
ment may  be  promoted. 

To  maintain  a  regular  and  excellent  system  of  discipline,  it  is 
highly  important  to  act  at  all  times  with  great  coolness;  no 
keeper  should  allow  himself  either  to  show  signs  of  fear,  anger, 
or  excitement.  There  are  many  minor  difficulties  among  the 
men  at  work  which  can  be  settled  by  the  keeper  without  dis- 
turbance or  annoyance  to  any  person ;  but  under  no  circumstances 
should  a  keeper  inflict  punishment,  when  either  himself  or  the 
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offender  is  in  a  passion;  nor  should  any  punishment  be  adminis- 
tered until  the  offender  shall  he  made  fully  aware  of  the  breach 

of  discipline  he  has  committed,  and  the  penalty  for  so  doing; 
and  when  punishment  must  be  inflicted,  let  it  be  done  in  sorrow 
and  never  in  anger. 

I  shall  endeavor,  on  my  part,  to  make  our  rules  few,  simple, 
plain  ;  it  will  be  my  constant  care  and  steady  aim  to  make  all 
the  officers  as  comfortable  as  they  can  be  in  such  a  service.  I 
shall  not  interfere  with  any  officer  while  in  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duty  :  I  shall  pay  no  attention  to  any  personal  differences 
or  difficulties  between  officers  when  they  are  not  on  duty,  and  I 
hope  and  trust  that  nothing  of  this  nature  will  be  allowed  to 
disturb  your  hearty  co-operation  and  good-fellowship  while  upon 
these  premises.  On  your  part,  I  shall  expect  prompt,  efficient, 
and  faithful  attention  to  duty,  and  a  cheerful  compliance  with  all 
rules  and  regulations  for  our  general  government.  I  shall  esteem 
it  a  privilege  to  consult  officers  at  pleasure  npon  all  subjects 
connected  with  our  official  duties,  and  will  take  occasion  to  cheer, 
commend,  and  encourage  such  of  you  as  I  think  are  striving  to 
come  up  to  the  requirements  of  excellency  in  their  own  depart- 
ment of  duty,  and  shall  hope  to  be  able  to  make  honorable  mention 
of  all  of  you  in  our  next  annual  report. 

I  shall  take  care,  likewise,  as  an  important  branch  of  my  duty, 
that  the  convicts  are  well  fed  and  clothed  ;  all  provisions  to  be 
used  here  must  be  delivered  on  the  premises  just  as  sweet  and 
clean  as  I  would  require  them  for  my  own  table,  and  I  invite  any 
officer  having  this  department  in  charge  to  inform  me  promptly 
of  any  failure  that  may  occur  in  this  respect ;  and  on  the  part  of 
the  convicts  I  shall  require  strict  obedience  to  all  the  rules  of 
the  institution. 

With  these  hints  of  what  I  shall  attempt  to  accomplish  before 
you,  and  with  such  others  as  I  may  find  it  advisable,  from  time 
to  time,  to  indicate,  I  shall  hope  that  this  institution  may  ere 
long  become  elevated  to  the  position  of  the  model  prison  of  our 
land.

[Senate,  No.  25.] 
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From  Laws  of  New  York  relating  to  State  Prisons,  passed  December 

14,  1847,  Vol.  II,  Chapter  460. 

§  74.  No  inspector,  agent,  warden,  or  other  officer  of  either  of 
the  prisons  of  this  State,  shall  employ  the  labor  of  any  convict  or 
other  person  employed  in  such  prison  on  any  work  in  which  such 
inspector,  agent,  or  other  officer  shall  be  interested. 

§  76.  Any  inspector,  agent,  or  warden  of  either  of  the  State 
prisons,  who  shall  knowingly  let  or  hire,  or  consent  to  the  letting 
or  hiring  of  the  labor  or  services  of  a  convict  contrary  to  law, 
and  any  officer  of  either  prison  who  shall,  knowingly  or  willfully, 
cause  a  convict  to  be  employed  at  work  prohibited  by  law,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by 
fine,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  July  last  the  officers  of  this  prison  appeared 
for  the  first  time  in  a  new  police  uniform,  which  gave  them  a  neat 
and  much  improved  appearance;  this  dress  is  still  worn,  and  has 
had  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  entire  institution. 

A  system  of  harsh,  if  not  brutal  treatment  of  prisoners  was  in- 
augurated as  early  as  this  prison  was  established,  and  the  im- 
pression was  for  many  years  deeply  rooted  in  the  public  mind 
that  State  prison  could  not  be  kept  orderly  under  any  other 
rule  ;  but  during  the  last  few  years  that  impression  has  been 
changing  and  the  proper  period  seems  to  have  arrived  for  making 
a  trial  in  the  other  direction, 

In  order  more  effectively  to  facilitate  rny  plans  I  found  it  ne- 
cessary first  to  obtain  the  confidence  of  the  prisoners,  and  to  do 
this  I  must  become  personally  acquainted  with  as  many  of  them 
as  possible,  and  with  this  view  I  set  apart  an  hour  of  each  day 
for  conversation  with  them.  This  time  has  been  well  improved 
and  as  I  think  spent  to  great  profit.  In  a  few  moments'  conversa- 
tion I  learn  their  wants,  trials,  sorrows,  hopes  and  fears,  and  in 
many  instances  the  most  sorrowful  history  of  misspent  time,  and 
in  these  brief  interviews  I  am  often  enabled  to  dispel  the  dark 
clouds  of  their  real  and  imaginary  trouble. 

In  order  that  the  prisoners  may  repose  entire  confidence  in  me, 
I  am  very  careful  to  break  no  promise  which  I  make  to  any  of 
them,  no  matter  how  trifling  it  may  be.  My  aim  is  to  reform 
them  by  precept  and  force  of  example,  to  encourage  those  who 
do  well,  and  admonish  gently,  but  firmly  those  who  do  wrong. 
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I  endeavor  at  all  times  to  be  frank  and  just  with  tfaem,  and 
under  all  circumstances  never  allow  myself  to  manifest  anger,  or 
speak  harshly  to   any.     If  I  find  one  of  them  angry  I  speak  to 

him  in  a  tone  of  voice  as  mild  and  pleasant  as  I  can  possibly 
command,  at  the  same  time  I  am  firm  in  the  enforcement  of  disci- 
pline and  maintenance  of  good  order.  I  began  this  plan  of 
management  in  the  outset  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  my  most 
sanguine  hopes  and  expectations  have  been  more  than  realized. 
Punishments  are  daily  becoming  less  necessary,  and  the  form  less 
severe.  It  is  almost  too  much  to  expect  that  punishment  in  a 
penal  institution  can  be  entirely  dispensed  with,  but  I  am  con- 
vinced that  it  may,  by  proper  management,  seldom  be  found 
necessary  to  resort  to  it.  In  studying  the  character  of  these 
prisoners  I  find  they  are  not  unlike  other  men  in  their  dispo- 
sitions ;  if  they  are  well  treated  they  appreciate  it,  and  if  they 
are  subjected  to  a  long  course  of  abuse,  they  become  reckless, 
and  often  desperate,  and  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  punishments,  heretofore  inflicted  have  been 
as  much  the  fault  of  those  placed  in  authority  over  them,  as  of 
the  criminals  themselves.  I  am  well  aware  that  some  men  are 
very  difficult  to  control,  and  I  am  equally  well  aware  that  it  is 
as  difficult  for  others  placed  in  authority  not  to  abuse  it. 

Many  are  the  sad  cases  that  have  already  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge, of  boys,  who  have  strayed  from  their  homes — many  from 
far  distant  States,  and  foreign  countries — under  the  delusive  im- 
pression that  they  could  go  to  the  city  of  New  York,  and  kindred 
large  cities,  and  find  profitable  employment  and  soon  become 
rich.  Upon  their  arrival  they  are  disappointed,  their  scanty 
means  soon  exhausted,  they  fall  into  the  hands  of  bad  men.  and 
evil  associations,  visit  places  of  amusement  of  questionable 
repute,  acquire  the  habit  of  indulgence  in  intoxicoting  drinks, 
and  forthwith  enter  into  a  career  of  crime — are  induced  by  com- 
panions, already  imbued  wTith  crime,  to  pass  counterfeit  money, 
perpetrate  larcenies  and  burglaries,  until  they  are  arrested  for 
the  first  time  in  their  lives,  and  to  hide  their  disgrace,  they  assume 
a  strange  name,  go  to  trial  without  money  or  friends — the  trial 
often  a  mockery  of  justice,  are  convicted,  and  sent  here  for  a 
term  of  years.  How  many  of  these  young  men  have  been  forced 
by  circumstances  to  commit  crime,  rather  than  the  inclination  to 
be  dishonest  ?     I  am  persuaded  there  are  many. 

I  am  deeply   impressed  with  the  fact   that  our  penal  institu- 
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tions  have  long  been  drifting  away  from  the  original  design  of 
the  public  in  establishing  them — it  has  too  long  been  the  effort 
and  paramount  desire  of  prison  officers  to  make  the  prisons  under 
their  care  pay  more  than  the  current  expenses — losing  sight  of 
the  all  important  fact,  that  the  object  of  placing  criminals  in 
close  confinement  is  designed  first  to  protect  society,  by  taking 
from  it  for  a  time  those  who  violate  its  laws,  and  to  use  all 
proper  means  to  so  reform  them,  that  they  may  return  to  it  good 
law-abiding  citizens.  This  is  the  great  design,  and  should  be 
the  object  so«ught  to  be  attained  by  our  penal  institutions,  and 
secondly,  this  should  be  done  with  as  little  expense  to  the  public 
treasury  as  possible.  I  am  satisfied  the  laws  retricting  the  kind 
and  degree  of  punishment  are  dead  letters ;  there  is  no  safety 
whatever  except  in  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  men 
appointed  to  manage  our  prisons.  Every  officer  should  be  pos-  • 
sessed  of  good  sound  judgment,  of  strictly  temperate  habits, 
having  a  knowledge  of  human  nature  'and  its  frailties — these 
attributes  he  will  need  in  the  daily  and  hourly  trials  of  his  posi- 
tion ;  and  if  he  exercises  them  discreetly,  he  will  rarely  find 
occasion  to  inflict  punishment,  but  will  enfore  subordination  and 
discipline  by  the  inherent  force  of  his  personal  character,  whilst 
bad  men  will  promote  bad  example  amongst  the  criminals,  and 
resort  to  undue  punishments,  no  matter  what  laws  are  made  to 
prevent  it. 

Our  excellent  chaplain  is  doing  much  good  in  his  way  ;  he  is 
always  at  his  post  of  duty,  giving  counsel  to  the  disorderly, 
encouragement  to  the  well-disposed,  spiritual  advice  to  those 
who  seem  to  be  honestly  seeking  it,  comforting  the  sick  by  kind 
words  and  deeds;  he  visits  the  families  of  the  poor  prisoners, 
and,  in  short,  seems  to  be  all  things  to  the  prisoner;  indeed  his 
course  affords  much  aid  in  keeping  up  good  order  in  this  institu- 
tion. The  Sunday  exercises  are  listened  to  with  much  interest, 
and  we  are  frequently  favored  by  other  clergymen  and  strangers 
to  preach  to  us,  all  of  which,  I  think,  has  a  good  effect. 

Tlte  members  of  the  Prison  Association  are  doing  very  valu- 
able service  to  us,  and  they  may  with  truth  be  said  to  be  the 
prisoners'  friends. 

Dr.  Pryne  has  given  his  undivided  attention  to  the  sick,  and,  I 
think,  the  very  general  state  of  good  health  that  has  prevailed 
amongst  the  inmates  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  is  due  to 
his  good  judgment  and  careful  attention  to  the  medical  department. 
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I  am  pained,  as  I  learn  the  history  an<l  character  of  the  pri- 
soners, to  find  so  mueh  ignorance  prevailing  amongst  them  ;  many 
can  neither  read  nor  write,  many  others  can  read  only,  and  a 
large  majority  of  those  who  can  read  and  write  a  little,  are  pro- 
foundly ignorant  of  the  degree  of  instruction  that  is  necessary 
to  qualify  a  man  to  pursue  the  most  common  branches  of  busi- 
ness;  and  if  I  can  judge  from  the  letters  they  receive  from  their 
friends,  they,  too,  are  mostly  laboring  under  the  same  disadvan- 
tages. 

I  think  our  system  of  teaching  is  so  imperfect  that  it  only  por- 
trays the  shadow  without  the  substance.  I  think,  if  a  system  of 
instruction  was  adopted  that  would  afford  all  young  men  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  reading,  writing  and  Arithmetic,  the 
State  would  gain  more  in  the  end,  by  the  diminution  of  crime, 
and  the  no  less  important  consideration  of  restoring  to  society  a 
large  majority  of  young  men,  prepared  to  take  their  places  in  its 
ranks,  and  earn  honest  livelihoods.  I  am  of  opinion,  also,  that 
more  care  should  be  taken  to  adopt  such  branches  of  employment 
in  the  prison  as  would  give  useful  trades  to  the  inmates. 

Our  library  apartments  and  chaplain's  office  are  a  disgrace  to 
the  institution,  and  a  shame  to  the  State.  We  have'  a  respect- 
able library,  and  kind  friends  are  continually  making  additions 
to  ^t,  and  yet  our  room  to  keep  it  in  is  small  and  cramped  up, 
with  very  low  ceiling  next  to  the  roof,  rendering  it  very  uncom- 
fortable in  summer,  and  exceedingly  cold  in  winter.  I  am  happy, 
however,  to  know  that  you,  gentlemen,  are  dissatisfied  with  it, 
and  intend  at  an  early  day  to  take  proper  means  to  remedy  the 
evil. 

By  a  rule  of  your  honorable  Board,  all  prisoners  are  allowed  to 
have  a  visit  once  in  three  months  from  one  or  more  of  their  friends, 
yet  we  have  no  suitable  accommodation  for  that  purpose.  The 
front  office,  which  is  nothing  more  than  a  passage  to"  the  hall  and 
back  office,  and  of  very  limited  capacity,  is  the  only  room  we 
can  appropriate  to  that  purpose.  Here  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren must  congregate  in  large  numbers  to  visit  their  friends,  and 
be  subjected  to  the  curious  observation  of  all  persons  who  may 
be  passing  on  business  or  mere  curiosity.  I  hope  and  trust  that 
the  proper  steps  may  be  taken,  in  due  time,  to  make  all  needful 
improvements  in  this  department. 

The  hospital  accommodations  are  very  inadequate  to  our 
necessities.     There  is  but  a  single  room  iu  which  the  sick  are 
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nursed,  some  on  beds,  and  others  sitting  or  lounging  as  the  case 
may  be  ;  in  one  corner  of  this  room  is  a  small  kitchen  where  all 
the  cooking  is  performed  for  the  patients  who  require  hospital 
rations ;  in  another  corner  is  situated  the  dispensary,  and  in  this 
room  all  persons  must  come  for  medical  treatment,  as  well  as  all 
surgical  operations.  This  department  should  be  so  enlarged  that 
the  sick  can  be  quietly  kept  by  themselves,  a  reception  room  and 
dispensary  should  be  separater  a  room  should  be  prepared  for  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  the  kitchen  should  be  so 
situated  as  to  afford  no  annoyance  to  the  sick  room  -7  these 
alterations  could  be  made  at  a  trifling  expense. 

Our  chapel  was  originally  made  to  seat  about  eight  hundred 
persons,  and  yet  we  have  been  obliged  to  crowd  into  it  eleven  or 
twelve  hundred  persons,  at  a  time  j  it  should  be  enlarged  with- 
out delay. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Principal  Keeper  Wm.  H.  Granby,  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  per- 
taining to  his  office.  He  has  been  constantly  at  his  post  of  dutyr 
and  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  carry  out,  in  the  most  judicious 
way,  all  the  details  of  the  police  department  of  this  institution. 
He  possesses,  in  an  eminent  degree,  the  requisite  qualifications 
to  make  a  first  class  prison  officer,  and  I  think  with  proper 
encouragement  and  good  advisers  he  will,  at  no  distant  dayT,take 
his  place  in  the  front  ranks  of  prison  managers. 

In  managing  the  discipline  of  an  institution  like  this,  I  advo- 
cate neither  physical  force  or  moral  suasion  as  arbitrary  rules. 
I  do,  however,  affirm  that  this  prison  can  be  properly  managed 
only  by  the  rule  of  practical  common  sense.  The  emergencies 
constantly  arising  are  calculated  to  evoke  the  sound  judgment 
of  those  having  charge  of  its  inmates,  hence  the  necessity  of 
always  selecting  officers  with  due  regard  to  qualifications,  such 
as  I  have  elsewhere  suggested. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  officers  generally  for  the  courteous 
treatment  I  have  uniformly  received  at  their  hands. 

And  to  you,  gentlemen,  who  have  indulged  me  so  much  and 
treated  me  with  so  much  consideration,  I  extend  my  warmest 
thanks,  hoping  that  long  life  and  prosperity  may  be  yours,  and 
that  the  blessing  of  a  gracious  God  may  always  be  upon  you  and 
the  institution  under  your  care.

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THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 

OF  SING  SING  PRISON,  FOR    THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1862, 


To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — That  there  has  been,  during  the  past  year,  a 
decided  and  most  gratifying  improvement  in  the  morale  of  this 
prison,  needs  no  statistical  tables  or  logical  argument  of  mine  to 
prove.  All  competent  observers  see  it,  and  all  unprejudiced 
minds  acknowledge  it.  Secular  as  well  as  religious  papers  of  all 
creeds  have  noticed  and  commended  it,  and  distinguished  visi- 
tors have  written  about  it.  Among  the  latter,  and  most  com- 
petent to  judge  correctly  of  his  theme,  is  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Wines, 
D.  D.,  corresponding  secretary  of  the  New  York  Prison  Associa- 
tion. This  gentleman,  in  connection  with  its  general  agent, 
Abm.  Beal,  Esq.,  made  us  a  two  days'  visit  not  long  since,  and 
preached  for  me  on  the  Sabbath,  examined  prison  affairs  on  Mon- 
day, and  published  the  result  in  a  recent  number  of  the  "  New 
York  Observer." 

You  will  allow  me,  gentlemen,  in  making  out  this  report,  to 
avail  myself  of  extracts  from  the  doctor's  article  as  conveying 
the  truth  in  a  shape  and  style  more  readable  than  I  could  hope 
to  do.     The  doctor  says  : 

"  It  was  the  first  time  I  had  ever  preached  to  prisoners,  and 
the  occasion,  to  me,  was  one  of  deep  solemnity  and  interest. 
Never,  anywhere,  have  I  addressed  more  attentive  congregations. 
They  seemed  to  drink  in  every  word,  and  not  a  few,  both  among 
the  men  and  women,  gave  token,  in  the  falling  tears  and  deep 
drawn  sigh,  of  tender  emotion.  On  Monday,  immediately  after 
breakfast,  Mr.  Beal  and  myself  went  down  to  the  male  prison, 
and  the  warden  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  the  Inspector's  room. 
Here  the  day,  till  4  p.  m.,  was  devoted  to  interviews  with  such 
persons  as  requested  and  received  passes  for  the  purpose  from 
the  proper  authorities.  We  were  visited  by  67  convicts,  who 
were  conversed  with  and  counseled,  according  to  the  circum- 
stances and  necessities  of  each." 

In  speaking  of  the  convicts'  prayer  meeting,  the  doctor  says : 
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"This  is,  indeed,  something  'new  under  the  sun;'  and  yet  such 
a  wonder  now  exists  in  the  Sing  Sing  prison.  The  convicts  had 
made  repeated  applications  to  the  warden  and  the  chaplain  for 
leave  to  hold  a  meeting  of  this  kind.  At  length,  about  six  weeks 
ago,  permission  was  granted  to  hold  a  prayer  meeting  every  other 
Monday  at  4  p.  m.  The  meeting  is  regarded  as  an  experiment, 
and  none  are  permitted  to  attend  but  those  who  have  completed 
their  work  for  the  dav. 

11  The  meeting  last  Monday  was  the  third  of  the  kind  that  had 
been  held.  So  far,  everything  had  gone  satisfactorily.  Rarely, 
if  ever,  have  I  attended  a  religious  meeting  more  solemn,  interest- 
ing, or  touching.  Some  thirty  or  more  convicts  gathered  in  the 
chapel  and  spent  an  hour  together  in  prayer  and  religious  con- 
ference. The  chaplain  presided,  and  took  a  general  oversight 
and  direction  of  the  meeting.  But  the  prayers  and  addresses 
were  made  by  the  prisoners  themselves  ;  and  considering  the 
character  and  culture,  or  rather  the  want  of  culture,  of  the  pri- 
soners offering  them,  they  were  quite  remarkable.  Probably 
about  a  half  dozen  short  prayers  were  offered,  and  as  many  brief 
addresses  made,  interspersed  with  the  singing  of  hymns.  They 
were  direct,  earnest  and  fervent,  and  some  gave  evidence  of  deep 
emotion. 

"  Several  mentioned  that  their  attention  had  been  but  recently 
turned  to  the  subject  of  personal  religion.  A  marked  peculiarity 
of  the  prayers  was  that  in  almost  every  instance  confession  was 
made  in  the  first  person  singular.  One  convict,  who  was  not  able 
to  attend,  sent  in  a  request  for  the  prayers  of  his  fellow  pri- 
soners. It  is  impossible,  of  course,  to  read  the  heart ;  but  the 
whole  tone  and  spirit  of  the  meeting  were  significant  of  sincerity 
in  those  who  took  part  in  it." 

Respecting  the  library,  the  doctor  writes :  "  This  is  a  highly 
interesting  and  useful  department."  Thanks  to  the  liberality  of 
christian  friends,  ard  particularly  of  Mr.  Wm.  Aspinwall,  who,  a 
year  or  two  ago  made  a  special  donation  of  $100  to  it. 

11  It  numbers  over  1,000  (2,000)  volumes,  including  history, 
biography,  travels,  magazines,  and  a  large  number  of  valuable 
religious  works.  It  is  kept  in  the  chaplain's  office,  who  has 
taken  much  pains  to  arrange,  systematize  and  render  efficient  its 
entire  management.  The  books  are  much  read  by  the  prisoners, 
and  exert  upon  them  a  happy  influence.     The  prisoners  them- 
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selves  are  able  to  bind  books ;  not,  indeed,  in  a  very  ornamental, 
but  still  in  a  substantial  manner.  Donations  to  this  department 
of  books,  periodicals,  sermons  and  pamphlets  are  respectfully 
but  earnestly  solicited.  Odd  numbers,  as  well  as  complete 
volumes  of  periodicals,  will  be  very  acceptable.7' 

In  speaking  of  the  agent  and  warden,  the  doctor  says  :  "  The 
position  of  warden  is  held  by  G.  B.  Hubbell,  Esq.  The  noble 
address  which  he  made  to  the  officers  of  the  prison  on  assuming 
its  duties,  is  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  the  public,  and  nobly  is 
he  redeeming  the  pledges  given  on  that  occasion.  He  looks 
upon  the  convict  as  still  a  human  being ;  he  sympathises  with 
him,  though  fallen ;  he  believes  in  the  practicability  of  his 
redemption ;  he  thinks  that  a  prison  might  be  made,  and  ought 
to  be  made,  a. school  of  reformation  as  well  as  a  place  of  punish- 
ment ;  he  recognizes  the  gentle  rule  of  love,  as  mightier  than  the 
iron  rule  of  force.  It  is  upon  these  ideas  that  the  government 
and  discipline  of  Sing  Sing  prison  are  now  administered." 

I  need  not  say  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  the  above  account  is 
correct — of  this  you  are  aware  ;  but  you  will  allow  me  to  say 
that  the  key  of  this  success  is  indicated  in  the  doctor's  last  para- 
graph. Hence  the  importance,  as  I  have  frequently  urged,  of  the 
principal  officers  "  looking  upon  the  convict  as  still  human  ;  "  of 

11  sympathizing  with  him,  though  fallen ;  "  of  cultivating  a  belief 
"  in  the  practicability  of  his  redemption."  See  my  report  for 
1860,  wherein  it  is  proved  from  prison  records  that  the  average 
number  of  recommitments  for  the  seven  years  previous  was  only 

12  per  cent.  But  above  all  is  it  important  to  the  success  of 
reformatory  prison  management  that  the  principal  officers  at 
least  should  be  deeply  imbued  with  the  idea,  as  ours  now  are, 
thank  God,  "  that  a  prison  might  be  made,  and  should  be  made,  a 
school  of  reformation  as  well  as  a  place  of  punishment."  Nor  is 
there,  gentlemen,  any  practical  incongruity  in  this  combination. 
Let  the  culprit  know  by  the  unimpassioned  voice,  the  sober  and 
dignified  mein,  the  tender  manner,  and  yet  the  firm  resolve,  that 
he  is  punished  by  a  father's  or  brother's  hand,  and  he  will  leave 
the  punishment  room,  and  finally  the  prison,  a  better  man. 

Punishment  and  suitable  moral  influences  must  go  hand  in 
hand  in  prison  management,  or  its  reformatory  object,  no  matter 
how  rigid  and  vigorous  its  discipline  may  be,  will  prove  a 
failure.  And  who,  that  seriously  contemplates  the  fact  that 
these  convicts,  reformed  or  unreformed,  must  shortly  go  out  and 
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re-enter  society,  and  the  bosoms  of  their  distressed  and  broken 
hearted  families,  but  would  say  to  you  and  your  officers  :  "  Gentle- 
men, whatever  else  you  neglect,  do  not,  wo  beseech  yon,  neglect 
putting  forth  all  your  energies  to  reform  the  heart  and  lives  of 
the  frail  ones  under  your  charge." 

It  is  conceded  (and  who  knows  it,  to  their  great  grief  and 
perplexity,  better  than  prison  officers,  &c.)  that  there  are  among 
us  "  not  a  few  of  the  baser  sort" — those  whose  moral  suscepti- 
bilities appear  to  be  u  past  feeling,"  and  who,  therefore,  must  be 
subjugated  principally  by  physical  restraints.  Yet  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  many,  who  had  been  regarded  as  master  spirits  of  this 
class,  have,  by  the  quiet  and  permeating  influence  of  your  present 
moral  regime,  been  completely  subdued,  and  are  now  among  our 
most  quiet,  orderly,  and  industrious  convicts. 

Having  so  frequently  reported  my  labors  in  detail,  I  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here  any  farther  than  to  say  that,  as 
usual,  I  preach  in  each  prison  every  Sabbath  morning,  and  am  at 
my  post  of  duty  here  in  the  week  time,  all  day  and  every  day, 
working  with  all  my  skill  and  energy  for  the  moral  and  religious 
welfare  of  my  charge.  The  present  prosperity  of  this  department 
is  not  owing,  therefore,  to  any  unusual  activity  and  energy  of  the 
chaplain,  but  to  the  aid  and  countenance  of  the  officers  generally, 
and  of  the  agent  and  warden  in  particular. 

What,  for  instance,  can  produce  a  more  powerful  or  salutary 
effect  upon  the  moral  feelings  of  convicts  than  to  witness  the 
man,  in  whose  hands  is  their  weal  and  woe,  walking  up  the  chapel 
aisle  every  Sabbath  morning,  taking  his  seat  by  the  side  of  the 
pulpit,  and  reverentially  joining  them  in  worship  ?  And  especially 
so  if  they  see  this  fear  of  God  and  reverence  for  his  worship 
unostentatiously  carried  out  in  the  performance  of  every  duty 
affeeting  prison  management.  Well,  this  is  so  now ;  both  the 
warden  and  principal  keeper,  and  frequently  the  inspectors,  are 
present  on  such  occasions. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  clergyman  of  various  religious 
denominations  for  their  visits  and  able  ministration,  as  also  to 
the  Christian  ladies  who  have  in  their  errands  of  mercy  to  us 
rendered  very  efficient  aid  to  this  department. 

So  far,  however,  as  perpetuating  the  reformation,  commenced  or 
resolved  upon  by  our  men  and  woman  is  concerned,  we  and  the 
community  generally  are  mostly  indebted  to  the  "  New  York 
Prison  Association"     In  its  last  year's  report,  I  find  the  follow-

ing:  "One  hundred  and  fifty-one  discharged  convicts  have,  per 
annum  been  provided  with  situations,  where  they  could  earn,  and 
where  the  most  of  them  are  actually  earning  an  honest  living. 
Less  than  five  per  cent,  of  these  have  ever  been  recommitted  to 
prison,  and  more  than  three-fourths  have  been  reclaimed,  and 
restored  to  a  career  of  virtuous  and  useful  industry."  Now  I  beg 
the  Inspectors,  and  through  them,  the  Governor  and  Legislature, 
to  bear  with  me,  while  in  the  name  of  erring  humanity,  I  say  a 
few  words  in  behalf  of  this  noble,  but  unobtrusive  "Associa- 
tion." The  above  item  is  but  a  tithe  of  what  this  society  has 
done,  and  is  doing  for  the  relief  and  reformation  of  the  frail  and 
the  wayward.  This  I  know  personally,  for  I  was  present  in  1844, 
when  it  was  founded,  and  have  been  more  or  less  familiar  with 
its  operations,  its  trials,  and  its  successes,  ever  since.  You, 
gentlemen,  are  aware  of  the  fact,  that,  notwithstanding  my  nu- 
merous office-duties,  I  have  made  it  a  practice  for  many  years,  to 
spend  two  days  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  on  every  third  week, 
visiting  the  families  and  friends  of  our  prisoners  and  tracing  out, 
and  encouraging  our  discharged  men  and  women. 

Well,  it  is  in  the  performance  of  this  missionary  duty,  that  I 
have  become  so  well  acquainted  with  the  history,  doings,  and 
successes  of  this  society,  as  also  of  the  history  of  so  many  of  the 
convicts  and  their  families.  I  speak  advisedly  therefore,  when  I 
say,  that  the  Legislature  cannot  in  my  opinion,  make  a  more 
profitable  appropriation,  benevolently  and,  even,  financially  con- 
sidered, than  to  make  one  to  this  society.  I  am  convinced  of  the 
absolute  truth  of  the  statement  of  a  late  writer,  who  says  : 
"  the  surest  and  cheapest  protection  to  society  against  the  evil,  is 
to  make  them  good,  to  convert  felons  into  upright  and  useful 
citizens,  which  reformation  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  suitable 
efforts,  can  be  effected,  as  experience  has  shown,  in  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  cases,  than  is  commonly  supposed  possible." 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  that  venerable  body,  "the  synod  of  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,"  the  following  resolution  respecting  the 
"  N.  Y.  Prison  Association,"  was  unanimously  passed,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  good  already  accomplished  by 
this  societ}T,  the  importance  of  its  objects,  and  the  discretion  and 
efficiency  of  its  present  management,  we  cordially  commend  it  to 
the  attention  and  liberality  of  the  friends  of  moral  improvement 
and  public  order." 

I  still  superintend  the  correspondence  of  both  prisons  ;  read- 
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ing  all  the  letters  that  go  out,  and  all  that  return  in  answer,  by 
which  means,  also,  Lain  enabled  to  understand  the  personal  and 
social  history  of  many,  very  many  of  our  men  and  women; 
which  information  qualifies  one  to  speak  to  them,  as  well  as  of 
them,  appropriately.  Though  this  information  is  dearly  bought 
on  my  part,  I  beg  of  you,  gentlemen,  not  to  curtail  it. 

The  prison  choir,  with  whom  I  meet,  to  hear  them  practice 
joue  hour,  on  each  Saturday,  have  made  vast  improvement  during 
the  past  year.  Twenty  or  thirty  of  the  convicts,  by  consent  of 
Mr.  Hubbell,  appropriated  some  50  or  60  dollars  of  their  "over 
work  "  to  purchase  a  melodeon  for  the  choir ;  hence  its  unusual 
efforts  to  improve.  I  am  happy  to  learn  that  the  agent,  the 
inspectors,  and  the  Comptroller,  all  concurring,  the  money  so 
generously  subscribed  for  our  musical  auxiliary  has  been  refunded 
from  the  State  treasury. 

The  moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  female  prison  is  so 
nearly  what  it  was  stated  to  be  in  my  last  year's  report,  I  beg 
leave  to  refer  the  gentlemen  to  it  as  the  fullest  and  most  correct 
account  I  can  present. 

Please  find  the  tables  of  statistics  and  the  teachers7  reports 
annexed. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  while  hundreds  of  our  convicts  are  "  ris- 
ing up  and  calling  you  blessed/7  permit  me,  also,  to  present  my 
grateful  acknowledgments  to  you  and  the  officers  generally,  for 
the  forbearance,  aid,  and  courteous  consideration  I  have  received.

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — According  to  the  requirements  of  statute  and 
custom,  I  herewith  present  you  with  the  following  report  of  the 
medical  dnpartment  of  this  prison. 

Kind  Providence  has  spared  us  from  the  ravages  of  epidemics 
and  pestilence,  and  a  more  than  ordinary  degree  of  health  has 
attended  us  during  the  past  year. 

The  mortality  of  this  institution,  compared  with  the  statistics 
of  the  last  fiscal  year,  is  as  follows : 

1861 28  deaths. 

1862  ._ 16.     do 

Decrease 12 

The  number  requiring  treatment  as  hospital  patients  were  298. 
Of  this  amount  273  have  recovered,  and  returned  to  their  various 
shops  and  labor,  16  have  died,  and  9  remain  in  hospital  under 
treatment  at  this  date. 

The  greater  proportion  of  deaths  were  from  diseases  contracted 
through  bad  habits  prior  to  admission  into  prison.  Ten  deaths 
ensued  from  scrofula  and  kindred  diseases,  consumption,  &c,  one 
from  disease  of  the  heart,  one  from  anasarca,  one  from  chronic 
dysentery  of  long  standing,  one  (a  female)  from  bronchitis,  one 
from  cancerous  ulceration  of  the  fauces  and  superior  maxillary 
bone,  and  one  from  typhoid  fever,  with  a  constitution  very  much 
impaired  by  previous  irregularities.  Fifteen  were  males,  and 
one  a  female;  ten  were  white  and  six  were  black;  the  greater 
number  dying  after  a  long  and  lingering  illness.   • 

The  amount  of  casualties  has  been  small,  considering  the  vast 
quantity  of  machinery  used  in  and  about  the  prison.  There  have 
been  three  dislocations  of  the  shoulder  joint,  two  happening  for 
the  first  and  one  for  the  second  time ;  each  reduced  immediately 
after  its  occurrence.  There  has  also  been  a  case  of  fracture  of 
both  legs,  rendering  amputation  of  one  unavoidable,  the  patient 
recovering  with  that  loss.     The  accident  happened  to  the  man 
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while  at  his  legitimate  work;  in  view  of  which  fact,  would  it 
not  bo  an  act  of  justice  as  well  as  mercy  to  procure  him  (at  the 
proper  time)  an  artificial  limb  ? 

During  the  past  year  it  became  necessary,  in  several  instances, 
to  remove  adventitious  growths  from  the  bodies  of  some  of  our 
inmates,  which  has  been  .accomplished  without  any  untoward 
event  occurring. 

There  has  been  a  somewhat  large  number  of  convicts  under 
partial  medical  treatment,  receiving  at  the  same  time  hospital 
rations,  during  which  period  a  fair  proportion  of  them  were  able, 
in  part  or  wholly,  to  perform  their  labor.  It  is  true  that  this 
course  has  increased  the  expenses  of  hospital  stores,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  not  only  have  the  appeals  of  humanity  been  listened 
to,  but  a  corresponding  amount  of  labor  has  been  performed 
which  otherwise  could  not  have  been  accomplished,  the  hospital 
sick  list  has  had  fewer  entries,  and  our  feelings  have  been 
gratified. 

The  days  lost  in  hospitals  during  the  past  year  compared  with 
the  one  preceding  it,  is  as  follows  :

How  much  the  above  course  contributed  to  this  result,  I  leave 
to  be  inferred. 

The  food  for  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  been  of  a 
variety  and  kind  sufficiently  good,  suited  to  the  requirements  of 
the  sick ;  the  bedding  and  clothing  have  been  rendered  comfort- 
able and  cleanly,  by  oft  repeated  changes,  and  the  drugs  have 
been  of  good  quality,  carefully  compounded  and  dispensed. 

For  carrying  out  the  details  of  the  hospital  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  good  order,  I  am  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Alonzo  Burrhus, 
hospital  keeper,  than  whom,  I  know  no  one  so  able  to  fill  the 
arduous  and  trying  position ;  he  is  the  sick  man's  friend,  and  his 
attention  to  them  and  fidelity  to  his  duty  deserve  more  than  a 
passing  notice.  How  the  condition  of  the  sick  of  this  institution 
can  be  improved,  I  cannot  well  conceive  unless  it  be  in  the 
enlargement  of  the  hospital  building,  with  the  addition  of  some 
of  the  modern  improvements ;  the  necessity  of  which  is  too  ap- 
parent to  require  comment. 
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Eleven  of  our  inmates,  during  the  past  year,  were  deemed 
unfit  subjects  for  prison  discipline,  and  justice  required  their 
transfer  to  the  asylum  for  insane  convicts.  How  mairy  of  this 
number  will  remain  hopelessly  insane,  time  alone  can  determine. 
What  agency  the  secret  habit  of  self-abuse  had  in  producing  this 
deplorable  result  (and  its  remedy  here),  are  problems  to  be  solved. 

The  out-door  patients  have  received  the  attention  that  circum- 
stances rendered  necessary,  and  I  find  that  those  excused  from 
labor  compared  with  the  statistics  of  last  year  are,  in  point  of 
days  lost,  381  less;  these  added  to  the  days  lost  in  hospital 
(before  referred  to),  make  in  the  aggregate  2,997  days  less  than 
the  preceding  year,  or  9  years,  6  months  and  24  days,  counting 
313  days  as  a  working  year,  and  this  not  in  overtaxing  the 
strength  of  the  convict,  nor  in  any  manner  depriving  the  sick  of 
necessary  care  and  attention. 

I  have,  from  to  time,  examined  the  store  and  mess-room,  and 
have  uniformly  found  the  food  of  a  good  and  wholesome  kind, 
the  clothing  clean  and  of  a  texture  suitable  for  the  protection  of 
the  wearer  from  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather,  with  however 
a  decided  improvement  in  both  particulars  for  the  last  five  or 
six  months.  From  frequent  inspections,  I  am  satisfied  with  the 
cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and  bedding  of  the  prison  hall. 

The  female  department  of  this  prison  has  had  a  reasonable 
share  of  my  attention,  and  I  am  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  its 
neat  and  healthy  condition. 

The  extension  of  its  hospital  will,  no  doubt,  claim  your  early 
observation. 

I  am  thankful  to  the  officers  of  this  Institution  for  their  many 
gentlemanly  acts  of  courtesy  and  kindness  whilst  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  official  duties. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  accept  my  most  heartfelt  and  sincere 
thanks  for  your  confidence  and  kind  advice  during  the  past 
year,  with  the  assurance  of  my  desire  for  a  continuance  of  your 
confidence  and  very  valuable  counsels!

This  course,  though  resorted  to  for  some  time,  had  no  separate 
record  until  last  May. 

The  rations  were  allowed  to  convicts  of  feeble  health  as  a 
preventive  to  sickness  and  consequent  loss  of  time  to  the  State, 
as  well  as  from  motives  of  humanity.  The  plan  pursued  is 
thought  to  have  had  the  desired  effect.  Of  course  the  increased 
rations  served  in  the  hospital  gave  rise  to  a  like  decrease  in  the 
mess  room,  the  difference  in  the  expenses  being  but  small.  The 
additional  amount  of  labor  rendered  in  consequence  of  this  plan 
has  more  than  trebly  paid  the  extra  cost.

Sing  Sing,   September  30M,  1862. 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  law  and  usage,  as  Matron  of 
the  Female  Prison,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report. 

On  the  30th  day  of  September,  1861,  there  were  one  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  convicts  confined  in  this  prison.  During  the 
year  commencing  October  1st,  1861,  twenty-eight  have  been 
received,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five. 

Since  this  date,  forty-seven  have  been  discharged  by  expiration 
of  sentence,  two  have  been  pardoned  by  the  Governer,  one  has 
died,  one  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  one  escaped ; 
making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  now  in  prison. 

Of  this  number,  fifty  are  employed  by  Charles  Watson,  trim- 
ming hats  ;  thirty  are  in  the  State  shop,  and  those  remaining 
who  are  not  invalids,  are  occupied  wherever  their  services  are 
required  in  the  other  departments  of  the  prison. 

Our  earnings  during  the  past  year  have  been  less  than  the 
previous  one,  from  the  fact  that  comparatively  few  have  been 
employed  by  the  contract,  leaving  a  majority  idle.  During  the 
last  few  months  the  agent,  Mr.  Hubbell,  has  furnished  work  for 
all  not  called  for  by  the  contract ;  and  this,  with  the  increase  in 
numbers,  I  am  confident  will  enable  us  to  present  a  more  favora- 
ble account  at  the  close  of  the  coming  year. 

The  inmates  have  been  favored  with  an  unusual  degree  of  health 
during  the  past  year  ;  few  cases  of  serious  or  protracted  illness, 
the  one  death  recorded  was  from  consumption. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  convicts  has  been  good  ;  and 
although  I  have  been  compelled  to  resort  to  punishment  in  a 
greater  number  of  instances  than  during  the  previous  year,  the 
majority  have  been  of  the  mildest  form.  During  my  absence  for 
a  few  days,  there  was  an  attempt  at  general  insubordination, 
which  resulted  in  the  severe   punishment   of  those  who  were  im- 
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plicated.      I   have   inflicted   punishment   in    fifty-two    instances, 
thirty-five  of  which  were  by  solitary  confinement. 

The  school  is  still  continued  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish 
to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages,  and  a  commendable  degree 
of  improvement  has  been  made. 

The  Sabbath  exercises,  consisting  of  a  Sabbath  school  which 
occupies  an  hour,  followed  by  a  discourse  from  our.  worthy  Chap- 
lain, assisted  by  other  clergymen  and  friends,  have  been  attended 
with  great  interest.   , 

Order  and  solemnity  here  prevailed,  and  in  many  instances,  an 
evidence  of  deep  feeling,  which  should  encourage  us  to  hope  that 
the  labor  bestowed  upon  these  unhappy  victims  of  error  has  not 
been  in  vain. 

We  have  been  favored  with  additional  means  for  moral  im- 
provement in  the  visits  of  several  ladies  of  eminent  piety,  who 
have  conversed  with  the  inmates  during  hours  when  they  were 
confined  in  their  cells ;  the  result  of  which  cannot  fail  to  prove 
beneficial. 

With  regard  to  the  ladies  who  by  your  appointment  have  been 
my  assistants,  I  am  happy  to  express  my  entire  confidence  in 
their  ability  efficiently  to  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon 
them  in  the  various  departments  under  their  supervision. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  accept  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of 
the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  received  at  your  hands. 

During  the  term  of  years  that  you  have  permitted  me  to  occupy 
this  position,  I  have  endeavored  to  govern  this  institution  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  serve  its  best  interests ;  and  with  the  hope 
that  my  efforts  have  been  successful  to  a  degree  which  shall  give 
the  assurance  that  the  confidence  so  long  reposed  in  me  has  not 
been  unworthily  or  unwisely  bestowed,

AGENT  AND  WARDEN'S  REPORT. 

Auburn  Prison,    October,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of 
JVew  York  : 

Gentlemen — The  agent  and  warden  of  the  Auburn  prison 
presents  to  your  honorable  body  his  annual  report,  as  required 
by  law. 

The  affairs  of  this  prison  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30th,  1862,  notwithstanding  the  distracted  state  of  our  country, 
have  continued  as  prosperous  as  in  past  years.  The  prices  of 
many  of  the  articles  of  prison  consumption  have  greatly  increased 
during  the  past  year  (some  of  them  more  than  double),  which,  with 
some  permanent  fixtures  purchased  to  insure  greater  safety  here- 
after against  fires,  has  slightly  increased  our  ordinary  expenses 
beyond  last  year ;  deduct  those  from  the  amount  expended,  and 
our  expenses  are  less  than  the  previous  year.  In  making  up  our 
account  of  earnings  you  will  perceive  that  no  account  is  given  of 
any  convict  labor  done  for  the  State  ;  we  give  simply  the  con- 
tract earnings  and  moneys  received  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
and  from  whom  and  for  what  this  is  received  you  are  referred  to 
the  monthly  reports  accompanying  this.  These  earnings  might 
be  largely  increased  by  adding  thereto  the  amounts  earned  by 
convicts  doing  State  work,  which  would  undoubtedly  have 
increased  our  expenses  if  done  by  hired  labor,  but  we  have 
preferred,  as  being  easier  understood,  to  treat  only  of  actual 
earnings  and  expenses,  the  result  to  the  treasury  being  the  same.

Of  the  amount  expended  for  buildings  and  repairs  as  above, 
the  coopers'  shop  has  been  entirely  rebuilt,  with  slate  roof,  the 
old  one  having  been  burned  down  on  the  evening  of  the  9th  May, 
which  shop  cost  about  $4,100;  addition  to  shoe  shop,  40  by  50 
feet,  two  stories,  $2,100;  new  slate  roof  on  hame  shop,  $711; 
which,  with  a  new  hose  house  for  force  pump,  makes  over  $7,000 
expended  for  permanent  improvements,  which  should  not  be 
chargeable  to  the  prison  expenditures.  Deduct  the  amount  for 
new  buildings,  and  the  profits  of  the  prison,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  1862,  over  all  expenditures,  would  have  exceeded 
$20,000.

The  suits  commenced  by  my  predecessor  for  the  recovery  of 
money  due  by  contractors  for  convict  labor,  are  still  unde- 
termined. One  commenced  by  me  during  the  last  year  has  been 
argued  on  demurrer  to  their  answer  and  a  verdict  given  in  favor 
of  the  State  on  every  point  raised,  but  the  defendants  have 
appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  judge,  and  the  appeal  is  still 
pending.  Something  should  be  done  by  the  Legislature  to 
remedy  this,  now  as  heretofore  the  greatest  drawback  upon  prison 
finances. 

The  average  earnings  of  each  convict  employed  upon  contract 
in  this  prison  for  the  year  ending  September  30th.  1862,  was  40 
cents  0-^  mills  per  day. 

The  average  earnings  of  all  the  convicts  in  this  prison  per  day 
during  the  same  period,  38  cents  4  mills. 

The  average  number  on  contract  was  744. 

The  average  number  in  prison  during  the  year  was  860. 

The  average  cost  of  supporting  each  convict  in  prison  per  day 
for  ordinary  support,  including  everything  but  buildings  and 
repairs  was  24  cents  7  \  mills.*     Last  year,  24  cents  5  mills. 

The  total  cost  of  supporting  each  convict  in  prison  per  day, 
including  buildings  and  repairs  was  28  cents  1  mill.f  Last  year,

There  has  been  quite  a  falling  off  in  our  receipts,  for  support- 
ing United  States  convicts,   in   consequence  of  Judge  Hall   sen-

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tencing  all  the  convicts  convicted  by  him  to  the  Penitentiary 
instead  of  to  this  prison,  as  heretofore.  In  my  judgment  he  has 
no  more  right  to  send  them  to  a  local  institution  under  our  pre- 
sent laws  than  he  would  to  a  private  boarding  house  in  any  part 
of  the  State.  It  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the -Legislature  to 
determine  whether,  if  anything  is  to  be  made  by  the  keeping  of 
those  convicts,  it  should  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  and 
decrease  taxation,  or  whether  it  should  be  diverted  and  given  to 
local  and  in  this  case  rival  institutions.  New  York  has  neither 
asked  from  the  General  Government  or  received  more  than  is 
paid  to  her  sister  States.  Nay,  she  has  charged  much  less 
than  the  average  paid  to  them,  and  yet  they  are  sent  to  those 
penitentiaries  under  the  plea  that  they  can  be  boarded  less  at 
these  local  institutions.  The  proper  department  at  Washington 
has  been  apprised  by  us  that  whenever  the  arrangement  can  be 
made  by  which  a  general  reduction  for  their  support  can  be 
entered  into  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  with  all  the  States, 
New  York  will  cheerfully  submit  to  such  price  as  may  be  deter- 
mined to  be  a  fair  compensation. 

The  change  in  the  prison  laws  of  last  winter  by  which  the 
physician  is  required  to  devote  to  the  convicts  his  whole  time,  is 
a  decided  improvement  upon  the  past.  The  present  physician, 
Dr.  Button,  is  entirely  devoted  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  the 
convicts,  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  To  him  and 
to  the  chaplain  I  am  much  indebted  in  conducting  the  institution 
in  its  continued  success.  , 

It  is  sufficient  praise  to  Mr.  Austin,  the  principal  keeper,  to  say 
that  the  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  maintained  and  con- 
tinued during  the  past  year  with  greatly  diminished  punishments. 

To  the  officers  generally  I  am  under  many  and  lasting  obliga- 
tions for  their  zeal  and  fidelity  to  their  several  trusts.  With 
poor  officers  the  finances  and  discipline  (intimately  connected) 
must  suffer,  and  the  morals  of  the  convicts  feel  the  contamination 
and  are  greatly  influenced  by  men  who  come  into  their  presence 
with  the  smell  of  liquor  upon  them.  I  repeat  here  what  I  have 
often  remarked  to  you  personally,  that  no  person  is  qualified  or 
ought  to  have  charge  of  convicts  who  is  in  the  habit  of  using 
intoxicating  drinks.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  our  officers 
are  generally  of  the  desired  class  as  far  as  that  evil  is  concerned, 
and  worthy  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  their  example 
amongst  the  convicts  felt  and  appreciated. 
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1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  laws  should  be  so  altered 
as  to  enable  us  to  employ  three  teachers  to  the  convicts  instead 
of  two,  as  at  present.  It  would  do  much  good  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  convicts. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  laws  should  be  so  changed  that 
further  securities  should  be  given  by  those  employing  convict 
labor,  either  by  a  lien  upon  their  machinery  or  that  the  contract 
should  absolutely  cease  upon  the  non-payment  of  their  monthly 
earnings  by  a  given  time  after  it  has  become  due. 

We  have  sent  to  the  asylum  for  insane  convicts,  during  the 
year,  ten  convicts  insane.  A  portion  of  those  were  undoubtedly 
insane  when  brought  to  the  prison  ;  and  recently  we  have  sent 
one  who  the  sheriff  informed  us  the  judge  hesitated,  while 
sentencing  him,  as  to  whether  he  should  be  sent  to  the  asylum  at 
Utica  or  to  prison ;  and*  we  were  compelled  to  send  him  im- 
mediately to  the  asylum,  there  to  be  kept,  in  all  probability, 
during  his  lifetime,  in  order  to  save  the  county  sent  from  a  small 
expense.  This  is  an  increasing  evil,  and  should  be  corrected  ; 
humanity  demands  it. 

We  have  received  from  the  asylum  during  the  same  time  three 
convicts  pronounced  not  insane,  and  two  others  pronounced 
cured. 

There  has  been  two  contracts  let  at  this  prison  since  my  last 
report  and  within  the  current  year,  viz  : 

One  with  E.  P.  Fenton  for  100  convicts,  to  be  employed  at  the 
manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes,  for  five  years  from  January  1st, 
1862,  at  46  cents  per  day. 

One  with  William  C.  Barber  for  65  convicts,  to  be  employed  at 
the  manufacture  of  carpets,  blankets  and  cloth,  for  one  year  from 
January  20th,  1862,  at  35  cents  per  day. 

I  would  also  respectfully  ask  you  to  urge  upon  the  Legislature 
the  propriety  of  increasing  the  appropriation  for  the  library  of 
this  prison  to  $400  per  annum.  The  present  appropriation  is  not 
sufficient  for  that  purpose.  No  reasonable  amount  can  be  more 
properly  expended,  or  do  more  good,  than  a  well  selected  library. 
The  improvements  now  in  progress  in  the  north  wing  of  this 
prison,  and  for  which  the  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  last " 
winter  of  $11,000,  were  more  needed  than  I  anticipated,  and  could 
not  have  been  more  timely.  We  found  that  sixty  of  the  cells 
had  never  been  arched  at  all ;  merely  timbers  and  plank  floor, 
and  lathed  and  plastered  underneath.    These,  with  the  remainder, 
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were  in  a  condition  alike  destitute  of  comfort  or  health.  The 
plank  and  timbers  rotten,  and  abounding  with  vermin  it  was  im- 
possible to  reach.  •  It  will  now  be  thoroughly  ventilated,  with 
grouted  brick  floors  in  each  cell  and  gangways,  and  the  entire 
ponderous  wooden  galleries  substituted  by  those  substantial  and 
airy,  making  it  when  completed  the  best  wing  in  the  prison. 
Still,  when  completed  as  designed  when  the  appropriation  was 
asked  for,  it  will  require  about  $3,000  to  render  it  entirely  safe. 
In  the  centre  of  the  wing  is  a  room,  formerly  used  as  an  hospital, 
which  is  one  story  higher  than  the  other  portion  of  the  building  ; 
the  tops  of  the  fifth  gallery  come  up  to  this.  In  order  to  make 
it  safe,  it  should  be  built  up  the  same  as  the  south  wing,  where 
the  same  thing  existed,  but  to  which  was  added  another  tier  of 
cells  when  that  portion  of  the  prison  was  enlarged  two  years 
since.  This  would  make  the  wing  'entirely  secure  against 
escapes  from  within  or  from  fires,  and  at  the  same  time  add  22 
more  cells  to  our  present  number.  It  can  be  completed  for  this 
amount,  and  both  wings  then  entirely  uniform.  It  was  in  this 
portion  of  the  building  that  the  greatest  efforts  were  required  at 
the  fire  in  May  last,  when  the  cooper  shop  was  burned  down ;  its 
being  built  up  would  obviate  that  difficulty  in  the  future.

The  general  health  of  the  convicts  has  been  good,  and  their 
general  conduct,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  that  could  be  expected. 
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I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  heartfelt 
gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  professors,  students  and  citizens,  of 
different  denominations,  for  their  endeavors  to  instruct  the  con- 
victs in  an  enlightened  Christian  duty  by  their  teachings  and 
example  in  the  Sabbath  schools.  May  their  unpaid  services  here 
be  richly  rewarded  by  Him  who  knoweth  the  hearts  of  all,  and 
11  doeth  all  things  well."

The  law  enacted  last  year  by  the  Legislature,  by  which  con- 
victs sentenced  for  a  term  of  years  may  earn,  by  good  behavior, 
a  commutation  of  a  portion  of  their  sentence,  has  not  been  long 
enough  in  operation  to  fully  test  its  effects  ;  but,  I  think,  will 
work  well,  provided  its  provisions  are  promptly  acceded  to  by 
his  Excellency  the  Governor.  If  this  is  not  done,  the  law  is  a 
dangerous  one  for  the  officers  of  the  prison.  It  will  be  difficult 
to  make  the  convict  believe  that  the  fault  is  not  in  the  prison 
officers,  and  that  they  have  held  out  inducements  to  them  for 
good  behavior  having  no  warrant  of  law. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  again  con- 
gratulate you  upon  the  present  condition  of  this  prison,  its 
prosperity  is  a  fixed  fact ;  and,  without  bad  legislation  and 
management,  must  continue  to  be  so ;  the  year  closes  up  with 
great  prosperity  on  the  part  of  contractors,  and,  as  an  equal  conse- 
quence, the  prison.  And  now,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  thank 
you  each  and  all  of  you  for  the  firm  and  unswerving  support 
which  I  have  at  all  times  received  at  your  hands  in  the  discharge 
of  a  difficult  and  responsible  duty.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT, 


To  the  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  annual  report  of  the  medical  department  of 
the  Auburn  State  prison,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1862, 
is  respectfully  submitted, 

The  annexed  tables  will  show,  that  the  number  of  applicants 
for  prescriptions  and  hospital  treatment,  have  been  about  the 
same  as  for  the  two  preceding  years. 

By  table  No.  3  it  will  appear  that  eighteen  have  died  during 
the  year,  ten  of  which  were  from  consumption.  Seven  of  these 
were  in  the  last  stages  of  the  disease  on  the  first  of  January  last, 
when  I  took  charge,  and  three  more  entered  the  hospital  during 
the  winter  and  spring,  in  the  same  hopeless  condition.  The  great 
prevalence  of  colds,  influenza  and  sore  throat,  attended  with 
severe  cough,  during  the  winter  and  spring,  hastened  to  a  fatal 
termination  all  those  cases  of  confirmed  phthisis,  many  of  which 
had  been  a  long  time  in  the  hospital. 

Of  the  eight  remaining  deaths — one  was  from  chronic  periton- 
itis of  long  standing;  one  was  from  congestion  of  the  lungs;  one 
from  organic  disease  of  the  heart ;  one  from  lumbar  abscess  of 
sixteen  months'  standing  ;  one  from  gastro  enteritis  ;  one  from 
scrofulous  disease  of  the  kidneys  ;  one  from  softening  of  the  brain, 
and  one  from  marasmus. 

The  food  has  been  of  good  quality,  abundant  in  quantity,  and 
well  prepared. 

The  variety  of  meats  and  fish,  vegetables  and  fruit,  has  been 
as  extensive  as  could  well  be  in  such  an  institution,  and  so  ar- 
ranged as  to  promote  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  convicts. 

The  cells,  bedding  and  clothes,  have  been  kept  clean  and  com- 
fortable. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  supply  the  sleeping  cells  with  fresh  air  ; 
but  until  some  power  is  used   to  force  a  current    through  them, 
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besides  simply  a  change  in  its  specific  gravity  by  respiration,  the 
necessary  supply  cannot  be  obtained,  and  such  deficiency  must 
prove  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  occupants. 

The  ventilation  of  the  workshops  has  been  greatly  improved 
during  the  past  year. 

All  the  medicine  and  stores,  necessary  for  the  hospital,  have 
been  promptly  furnished  by  the  agent,  whose  uniform  kindness  to 
me,  as  well  as  that  of  all  the  officers  of  the  prison,  has  greatly 
aided  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  for  which  they 
will  please  accept  my  sincere  thanks.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Auburn  Prison,  September  307A,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State 
of  Mew  York: 

Gentlemen : — By  the  good  Providence  of  God,  we  have  been 
preserved  in  health  and  life  during  another  year,  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  I  respectfully  submit 
the  following  as  my  annual  report. 

As  the  duties  required  of  the  chaplain  are  materially  the  same, 
from  year  to  year,  there  must  of  necessity  be  something  of  a 
similarity  between  this  and  other  reports,  which  have  been  pre-, 
viously  submitted. 

I  have  endeavored,  at  all  times,  faithfully  to  attend  to  all  the 
duties  of  my  department,  and  have  conscientiously  and  prayer- 
fully labored,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  unfortunate,  misguided -and  guilty  men  who  are  here 
imprisoned. 

Throughout  the  year  now  past,  religious  services  have  been 
conducted  in  the  chapel  each  Sabbath  morning. 

The  deportment  of  the  men,  when  assembled  for  Divine  wor- 
ship, has,  I  believe,  without  a  single  exception,  been  respectful 
and  becoming,  and  I  have  good  reason  to  think  that  several, 
during  the  past  year,  have  "received  the  word  with  gladness," 
and  that  the  "  glorious  gospel  of  Christ"  has  to  them  been  the 
"power  of  God  unto  salvation." 

A  brief  service  has  also  been  held  each  Sabbath,  in  the  hospi- 
tal, for  the  benefit  of  the  sick,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  a 
number  of  those  who  have  died  during  the  last  year,  have  given 
good  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart  and  a  preparation  for  eternity. 

The  prison  Sunday  school,  which  is  held  in  the  chapel  every 
Sunday  morning,  previous  to  chapel  service,  is^now,  I  think,  more 
largely  attended,  and  in  many  respects  in  a  better  condition  than 
it  has  been  at  any  other  time  since  my  connection  with  the  prison. 

[Senate,  No.  25.J  18 
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The  school  is  now  well  supplied  with  good  and  efficient  teach- 
ers, from  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  from  the  various  churches 
in  the  city.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  H.  A.  Yates,  (who  has  acted 
as  superintendent  of  the  school  for  several  years  past,)  for  his 
untiring  efforts  to  instruct  and  morally  benefit  those  who  are 
permitted  to  attend  the  school. 

The  prison  library  is  now  in  a  good  condition,  and  with  proper 
care  and  a  judicious  expenditure  of  the  money  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  for  this  purpose  each  year,  there  is  no  good  rea- 
son why  it  may  not  be  kept  so.  This  important  part  of  the  chap- 
lain's duties  has  received  my  particular  attention  during  the  past 
year.  The  convicts  have  been  well  supplied  with  good  and  use- 
ful reading,  and  the  books  well  taken  care  of.  In  but  a  very  few 
instances  have  the  books  been  marred  or  injured  beyond  their 
natural  wear. 

The  plan  adopted  in  this  prison  for  the  distribution  of  the 
library  books,  is,  I  believe,  somewhat  different  from  that  practiced 
in  the  other  prisons.  The  men,  (except  the  kitchen  and  wing 
hands,)  do  not  come  to  the  library  room  for  their  books,  but  the 
books  are  carefully  selected  by  me  and  taken  to  the  various  shops, 
enough  to  supply  all  the  men  in  each  shop.  I,  at  the  same  time, 
keep  a  record  of  them,  and  a  list  of  those  taken  to  the  shops. 
There  is,  in  connection  with  the  keeper's  stand  in  each  shop,  a 
convenient  book  case,  where  the  books  are  kept  until  Saturday 
afternoon.  Each  keeper  has  a  list  of  his  men,  and  is  also  fur- 
nished with  a  list  of  the  books  left  in  his  shop.  As  the  men 
return  to  their  shops  from  dinner,  on  Saturday,  (as  by  the  rules 
of  the  prison  no  reading  js  allowed  in  the  shops,  except  on  Sat- 
urday afternoons,)  they  select  their  books,  wdiich  are  then  charged 
to  them  by  their  keepers.  The  next  Saturday  morning  they  bring 
their  books  into  the  shops  again,  and  in  the  afternoon  select  oth- 
ers. Every  three  months  I  collect  the  books  all  in,  look  them 
over  carefully,  take  out  those  that  need  repairing,  supply  their 
places  with  new  ones,  if  necessary,  and  the  last  of  the  w7eek  return 
them  to  the  shops  again,  giving  to  each  shop  a  different  lot  every 
time. 

This  plan,  perhaps,  imposes  more  labor  and  care  upon  the 
chaplain  than  almost  any  other  that  could  be  adopted,  but  it  has 
these  two  important  advantages  :- 

First.  It  saves  much  time.  All  the  men  in  any  shop  can  now 
select  their  books  (or  nearly  so,  at  least,)  in  the  same  length  of 
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time  that  would  be  occupied  by  a  single  squad   in  going  to  the 
library  room,  selecting  their  books,  and  returning  again. 

Second.  ]>y  this  arrangement  the  men  can  exchange  their 
books  every  week,  which  is  a  privilege  most  of  them  prize  very 
much.  Many  of  our  best  and  most  interesting  books  are  small, 
containing  from  one  hundred  to  three  hundred  pages,  and  are 
easily  read  through  in  a  week.  As  the  men  know  that  they  can 
exchange  their  books  each  week,  I  think  they  read  much  more 
than  they  otherwise  would. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  in  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan  I 
have,  with  one  single  exception,  always  had  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  keepers  of  the  prison.  Indeed,  some  of  them  have 
said  to  me  that  they  had   "  rather  than  not,  attend  to  it." 

I  have  also  continued  to  take  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  convicts.  I  have  written  for  those  who  could  not  write 
for  themselves  (and  there  are  quite  a  number  of  such  in  the  pri- 
son) ;  I  have  read,  kept  a  record  of,  and  mailed  all  that  have 
been  sent  out  ;  and  have  read,  marked  and  delivered  all  that 
have  come  in.  This  is  a  very  important  and  responsible  part  of 
the  chaplain's  duties ;  and  sometimes  I  feel  it  to  be  quite 
onerous.  Yet  I  attend  to  it  very  cheerfully,  for  it  gives  me 
many  good  opportunities  to  say  something  to  the  men  that  may 
do  them  good,  and  I  am  often  put  in  possession  of  facts,  in  refer- 
ence to  themselves,  or  their  families  and  friends,  which  greatly 
assist  me  in  my  efforts  for  their  reformation. 

The  average  number  of  letters  sent  out  for  convicts,  during 
the  past  year,  has  been  forty-five  per  week  ;  and  those  that  have 
come  in  for  them,  during  the  same  time,  have  averaged  about 
eighty  per  week,  making  in  all  at  least  six  thousand  five  hun- 
dred during  the  year,  or  about  twenty-one  for  each  working  day. 
Many  of  these  letters  are  very  lengthy,  and  very  badly  written ; 
but  all  must  be  read,  that  nothing  improper  shall  pass  either 
way.  In  all  of  this  I  have  had  no  reference  to  the  large  number 
of  letters  that  I  have  written  to  the  friends  of  the  convicts,  in 
answer  to  their  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  convicts'  health, 
behavior,  &c,  &c. 

The  "instructors"  have  attended  faithfully  to  their  duties,  and,  I 
think,  have  been  quite  successful  in  their  efforts.  Many  of  the 
convicts  have  made  commendable  progress  in  their  studies,  and 
nearly  all  of  them  manifest  a  desire  to  receive  instruction. 
This  is  an  important  department  of  the  institution,  and  has  re- 
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suited  in  great  good  to  many,  who  have  not  only  learned  to  read 
and  write  while  here,  but  have  also  obtained  a  very  good 
knowledge  of  arithmetic. 

You  will  please  find  the  instructors'  reports  hereto  appended. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  know  that  some  of  those  who  have 
left  the  prison,  remember,  with  gratitude,  the  efforts  that  were 
made  for  their  happiness  while  here ;  and,  also,  that  they  do  not 
all  of  them  forget  the  vows  they  made  while  in  prison,  viz  :  to 
do  right,  and  serve  God,  after  they  got  out.  I  receive  very  many 
letters  from  those  who  have  left  here,  to  this  effect,  but  I  will 
not  occupy  time  and  space  to  give  extracts  of  but  one  : 

"Rev.  Sir — I  have  just  returned  from  church,  where  I  heard  a 
good  sermon.  It  was  a  general  idea,  when  I  was  in  prison,  that 
convicts  were  pious  only  wThile  they  were  restrained  by  prison 
discipline,  but  I  bless  God  it  is  not  so  with  me.  The  wrorld  nor 
the  worldly  have  no  charms  for  me  ;  God  is  my  portion.  I  know 
that  teachers  and  others  are  doubtful  of  those  who  are  released 
from  long  confinement,  fearing  they  will  forget  their  good  inten- 
tions and  promises,  but,  thank  God,  my  strength  is  not  in  man, 
but  in  Christ  Jesus,  through  whom  I  am  enabled  to  conquer  self 
and  the  world.  I  know  that  I  am  gaining  strength,  and  making 
progress  in  the  Christian  life  from  day  to  day.  Oh,  dear  sir,  you 
shall  have  my  prayers  every  day  that  God  will  bless  you  in  your 
efforts  to  do  good  to  the  poor  men  in  prison.  I  feel  thankful  to 
you,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  prison,  for  your  kindness  to  me.  I 
found  my  dear  wife  and  children  well ;  God  has  wonderfully  pro- 
tected them,  and  supplied  their  wants ;  I  see  it  all  to  be  in  answer 
to  my  many,  many  prayers.  Oh !  may  I  ever  be  thankful  to  Him 
for  His  goodness  to  me  and  mine.

The  writer  of  the  above  spent  four  years  and  a  half  in  the 
prison.  He  is  a  man  forty-five  years  of  age.  He  was  brought  to 
the  "knowledge  of  the  truth"  while  in  prison.  He  is  now  a 
member  of  a  Christian  church  in  the  place  where  he  lives,  and  is 
doing  well.     He  left  the  prison  some  seven  months  since. 

I  think  there  is  a  better  state  of  feeling  among  the  officers  and 
convicts  throughout  the  prison  at  this  time  than  at  any  time 
since  my  connection  with  it.  The  men  appear  to  do  their  work 
cheerfully;  the  discipline  of  the  prison  is  good ;  and,  at  the  same 
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time,  the  convicts  feel  that  their  wants  and  welfare  arc  properly 
cared  for. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  onr  worthy  agent,  and  also  to 
all  the  officers  of  the  prison,  for  the  willingness  they  have  at  all 
times  manifested  to  aid  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties. 
Allow  me,  furthermore,  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  kindness 
and  forbearance  I  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  with  my  best 
wishes  and  prayers  for  your  personal  happiness,

TEACHERS'  REPORT. 


Auburn,  September  30,  1862. 
Rev.  B.  I.  Ives,  Chaplain,  fyc. : 

I  hereby  make  my  annual  report,  according  to  law,  relative  to 
the  convicts  under  my  instruction,  in  the  north  wing  of  the  prison. 
I  have  had  an  average  number  of  about  150  that  have  been 
taught  by  me  during  the  past  year ;  some  in  the  alphabet,  also  in 
reading,  writing  and  the  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic;  but 
more  particular  attention,  has  been  given  to  their  writing  and 
reading;  writing,  in  order  that  they  might  read  the  letters  sent 
to  them  by  their  friends  and  to  be  able  to  write  their  own  letters. 

Most  of  those  who  need  instruction  are  desirous  and  anxious 
to  learn.  Those  that  have  to  learn  the  alphabet  make  but  slow 
progress.  There  are  a  few  of  that  class  of  convicts,  however,  but 
patience  and  perseverence  enables  them  to  succeed  in  their  efforts 
and  they  learn  to  read,  and  there  are  many  of  them  who  can 
say  that  they  have  acquired  the  knowledge  of  writing,  >and 
reading  writing,  since  they  came  to  prison,  and  can  show  you 
specimens  of  what  they  are  doing.  This  has  not  been  attained 
without  great  labor  on  the  part  of  the  convict,  and  the  unwearied 
attention  of  the  teacher.  Many  of  them  make  good  improvement 
of  their  time.

I  hereby  make  a  statement  to  you  of  my  labors  during  the  past 
year. 

The  whole  number  of  convicts  that  have  received  instruction 
from  me,  during  the  past  year,  is  two  hundred  and  thirty. 

I  have  under  my  care  at  the  present  time,  for  instruction,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  which  is  my  average  number  during  the 
year. 

They  are  divided  as  follows  :  In  arithmetic,  fifty  ;  spelling  and 
reading,  forty-five  ;  writing,  thirty.  The  men  are  respectful  to 
their  teacher  and  take  great  interest  in  their  studies.

The  intestine  war  which  at  the  date  of  my  last  report  was 
ravaging  our  once  happy  country,  drenching  it  in  blood,  has  con- 
tinued to  the  present  time,  causing  the  sacrifice  of  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  lives,  millions  of  treasure,  and  mourning  and  desolation 
all  over  our  land  ;  some  branches  of  industry  have  been  stimu- 
lated and  revived  through  the  wants  and  necessities  produced  by 
this  war.  Business  has  assumed  a  more  tangible  shape,  and  trade 
and  commerce  adapted  itself  to  the  exigency  of  the  times,  and 
is  now  in  a  more  prosperous  state  than  has  been  enjoyed  for  the 
last  two  years. 

The  manufacture  of  iron  in  its  various  branches,  and  boots 
and  shoes,  in  which  the  two  contractors  in  this  prison  are  engaged, 
are  both  in  a  prosperous  state  and  yielding  to  the  contractors  a 
fair  profit. 

The  iron  contractor,  J.  D.  Kingsland,  has  assigned  his  two  con- 
tracts over  to  his  brother  Edmund,  who  is  now  working  the  men 
temporarily,  under  said  contracts.  From  present  appearances 
the  State  will  suffer  a  loss  from  Mr.  J.  D.  Kingsland,  notwith- 
standing the  persistent  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  collect 
or  secure  the  sums  due  from  him  for  convict  labor.  Suits  are 
now  pending  against  the  said  contractor  and  his  sureties,  on  said 
indebtedness. 
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The  contract  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year,  exceed  the  earnings 
of  last  year,  in  the  sum  of  $3,429.88. 

The  receipts  from  contractors  for  convict  labor  exceed  amount 
received  last  year  in  the  sum  of  $19,097.77. 

The  average  monthly  number  of  convicts  in  prison  during  the 
year  is  497  ]■%. 

The  average  monthly  number  of  convicts  on  contract  during 
the  year  is  364T?2-. 

The  average  monthly  earnings  of  convicts  on  contract  during 
the  year  is  $3,362.62T82. 

The  average  daily  earnings  of  each  convict  on  contract  during 
the  year  is  35  cents  3^  mills. 

The  number  of  men  employed  on  the  iron  contract  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  as  compared  with  corresponding  month  last 
year,  has  fallen  off  some  (50)  men.  This  is  owing  to  the  small- 
ness  of  the  number  that  are  coming  in,  to  fill  the  places  of  those 
who  are  going  out  on  expiration  of  sentences. 

On  the  shoe  contract  there  has  been  an  increase  of  (31)  men, 
since  my  last  report. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  paying  off  indebtedness  for 
steam  heating  apparatus,  has  been  expended  for  that  purpose. 
Our  anticipations  have  been  more  than  realized,  in  its  workings, 
and  it  has  for  its  recommendations  economy,  cleanliness  and  com- 
fort combined. 

.  The  appropriation  of  $500  for  pickets,  has  been  expended,  and 
although  the  stockade  is  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  ever 
been  before,  yet  there  are  some  portions  of  it  that  need  to  be 
replaced  with  new  pickets,  and  a  further  appropriation  of  like 
sum  the  coming  winter,  is  indispensable. 

The  plank  road  appropriation  has  been  expended  for  plank 
mostly,  and  the  road  is  now  in  good  repair,  and  we  shall  need  but 
a  small  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  for  another  year. 

The  appropriation  for  iron  roof  to  forge  is  nearly  all  on  hand, 
in  bank,  it  not  having  been  thought  advisable  to  expend  it  for 
that  purpose,  until  the  iron  contract  should  be  put  on  a  more 
permanent  basis. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the  necessity  of  enlarg- 
ing the  mess  room  and  chapel  by  extending  the  building  south  a 
sufficient  distance  to  meet  present  wants.  The  expense  would  be 
comparatively  trifling  *;  the  cost  of  material  is  all  that  is  required; 
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the  labor  can  be  done  by  convicts;    $3, GOO,  I  think,  would  be 
sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  sent  to  the  lunatic  asylum  at 
Auburn,  for  treatment,  five  convicts. 

It  is  now  more  than  two  years  since  we  have  lost  a  convict  from 
this  prison,  by  escape,  and  but  one  attempt  to  escape  during  the 
past  year,  has  been  made. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  convicts  in  prison  is  good.  No 
epidemic  or  contagious  disease  has  prevailed,  and  there  are  but 
four  patients  remaining  in  hospital  under  treatment.  This  speaks 
well  for  the  prison  physician,  who  has  managed  his  department 
with  great  skill  and  success. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  convicts,  in  the  hands  of  the  chap- 
lain of  the  prison,  has  been  faithfully  attended  to  by  him.  His 
mature  age  and  large  experience  with  this  class  of  men,  pecu- 
liarly fit  him  for  the  duties  of  his  station.  It  is  through  him 
that  the  correspondence  of  the  convicts  with  their  families  and 
friends  is  conducted.  He  is  thus  enabled  to  learn  their  disposi- 
tion, habits  and  early  history,  and  is  better  prepared  to  advise 
and  counsel  in  each  individual  case,  than  he  could  be  under  other 
circumstances.  The  weight  and  influence  of  his  teachings  in  the 
pulpit  and  out,  upon  the  convicts,  is  most  salutary,  and  tends 
greatly  to  promote  good  order  and  discipline  among  them. 

We  have  now  in  the  prison  a  large  and  flourishing  Sabbath 
schoel,  organized  during  the  past  year,  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the 
convicts,  and  conducted  by  the  officers  of  the  prison  alone. 
There  is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  convicts,  in 
the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  we  hope,  and  have  reason  to  believe 
that  it  will  be  conducive  of  great  good. 

The  principal  keeper,  Stephen  Stackpole,  has  been  untiring  in 
his  labors,  (always  arduous)  and  successful  in  his  efforts  in  main- 
taining the  discipline  of  the  prison.  No  insubordination  has 
been  manifest  among  the  convicts,  but  as  a  general  thing,  they 
have  in  a  quiet  and  peaceable  manner  performed  their  labor,  and 
passively  submitted  to  the  rules  of  the  prison. 

To  Mr.  Stackpole  and  the  keepers  and  guards  generally  too 
much  praise  cannot  be  awarded,  for  the  energy  and  perseverance 
displayed  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  extra  labor  they  have  imposed  upon  themselves  in  organ 
izing  and  carrying  a  Sabbath  school  for  the  benefit  of  these  un 
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fortunate  men  under  their  charge,  entitles  them  to  our  hearty 
approval  and  commendation. 

To  the  clerk,  L.  W.  Tierce,  I  am  under  many  personal  obliga- 
tions, for  the  valuable  aid  he  has  rendered  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  official  duties,  and  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  he  has  at  all  times  discharged  the  varied  and  responsible 
duties  imposed  upon  him;  exactness,  promptness  and  order  are 
the  characteristics  of  his  department. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  the  increase  of  labor  that  had 
been  thrown  upon  him  for  the  two  previous  years,  the  same  of 
which  is  true  for  the  last  year  also.  The  increase  of  labor  for 
the  last  three  years,  over  and  above  the  legitimate  duties  of  his 
office  has  been  very  onerous,  growing  out  of  the  prison  enlarge- 
ment, erection  of  large  shoe  shop,  rolling  mill,  nail  factory,  and 
other  buildings  that  have  been  in  constant  process  of  erection 
during  this  period  of  time.  Equity  and  justice  entitle  him,  and 
he  should  receive  from  the  Legislature  an  extra  compensation  for 
his  services. 

I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  chaplain  and  physician  of  the 
prison,  for  more  detailed  statements  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  thank  3Tou  for  the  uni- 
form courtesy  and  kindness  which  have  at  all  times  marked  your 
official  intercourse  with  me,  and  for  the  prompt  support  I  have 
received  at  your  hands  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Hospital,  Clinton  Prison,  ? 
September  30,  1862.       \ 

To  the  Inspectors,  of  State  Prisons: 

Gentlemen — The  health  of  the  convicts  in  this  prison  has 
been,  so  far  as  severe  sickness  is  concerned*  very  good,  there 
having  been  no  epidemic  among  its  inmates  the  past  year. 

Colds  and  bronchial  affections  were  very  frequent  during  the 
fall  and  winter  months,  but  they  were  generally  of  a  very  mild 
character. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September  bowel  affec- 
tions prevailed  extensively,  but  were  mild,  and  easily  controlled 
by  the  timely  use  of  remedies. 

Dysentery,  which  so  often  prevails  during  these  months  in  pri- 
sons, was  almost  wholly  unknown  in  this,  there  having  been  but 
two  or  tHree  slight  cases,  and  those  among  out  patients. 

There  is  quite  a  number  of  consumptive  cases  in  prison  in 
various  stages  of  the  disease,  but  I  cannot  see  that  it  progresses 
any  more  rapidly  than  it  would  in  the  same  number  of  cases  in 
general  practice. 

It  has  become  necessary  to  send  five  convicts  to  the  asylum 
for  the  insane  the  past  year,  and  there  is  yet  another  whom  it 
may  become  expedient  to  send.  This  seems  to  me  rather  a  large 
proportion  for  the  population,  the  causes  for  which  I  have  not  as 
yet  been  able  to  ascertain $  but  if  they  be  in  any  way  connected 
with  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  or  with  vicious  habits,  I  shall 
endeavor  by  close  attention  and  examination  to  detect  them. 

There  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  no  serious  accidents, 
nor  any  important  surgical  diseases,  requiring  any  of  the  capital 
operations,  which  is  really  a  very  great  exemption,  considering 
the  amount  and  kinds  of  machinery  used,  and  reflects  much 
credit  on  the  officers  having  it  in  charge. 

Since  the  last  report  there  have  been  five  deaths,  which,  in 
view  of  the  class  of  persons  that  come  here,  is  by  no  means  a 
great  mortality. 
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Two  of  these  were  found  dead  in  their  cells,  viz  :  John  Dona- 
hue, October  14,  18G1,  from  rupture  of  the  right  pulmonary 
artery;  and  Albeit  White,  a  negro,  July  31,  18G2.  White  was 
apparently  in  his  ordinary  health. 

Allow  nie,  in  this  connection,  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  cut- 
ting off  the  tobacco  ration.  I  make  this  suggestion  not  merely 
as  a  financial,  but  as  a  sanitary  measure.  I  am  well  satisfied  that 
very  many,  suffering  from  indigestion  and  nervous  diseases,  are 
made  worse,  if  their  disease  is  not  directly  caused  by  its  con- 
stant use  ;  and,  again,  many  young  men.  sent  to  prison,  first 
acquire  a  taste  for  it  here,  and  form  the  habit  which  becomes 
fixed  for  life. 

If  it  is  allowed  as  a  luxury,  might  not  some  privilege  or  article 
of  diet  be  substituted  for  it,  which,  instead  of  being  injurious, 
would  be  beneficial  ? 

For  further  information,  permit  me  to  refer  to  the  statistics 
hereto  annexed,  and  forming  part  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  agent  and  principal  keeper,  for  their  uniform 
kindness  and  promptness  at  all  times,  in  aiding  me  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duty  ;  and  to' all  officers  for  the  assistance  I  have 
received  from  them  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  convicts.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State 

of  Mew  York  : 

Gentlemen — The  time  has  arrived  when  I  am  required  to  fur- 
nish another  annual  report  of  my  labors  here  ;  and  of  the  moral 
and  religious  condition  of  the  convicts  here  imprisoned. 

I  am  here  stationed  to  minister  to  a  class  of  men  who,  for  their 
violations  of  law,  are  deprived  of  liberty  and  sentenced  to  hard 
labor.  As  they  are  favored  with  the  gospel,  they  are  subjects  of 
instruction,  reproof,  exhortation  and  admonition.  But  it  will 
hardly  be  supposed  that  such  means  will  prove  as  effectual  in 
reforming  men,  as  the  same  means  employed  among  those  under 
other  and  better  circumstances.  But  the  gospel,  even  to  the 
convict,  has  not  been  preached  in  vain.  The  number  of  those 
convicted  of  sin  and  indulging  hope  of  pardon,  is  greater  than  on 
any  previous  year  since  my  labors  among  them  commenced. 

With  but  few  exceptions,  religious  services  have  been  attended 
on  Sabbath  mornings.  Good  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
word  preached,  and  more  than  the  usual  number  have  listened, 
apparently  with  sincere  desires,  to  be  profited  by  the  word. 

In  addition  to  the  chapel  services,  we  organized  in  June  last,  a 
Sabbath  school,  to  give  instructions  in  the  scriptures  to  those 
convicts  who  should  choose  to  attend  it.  Our  exercises  consist 
in  singing,  prayer,  scripture  lessons  repeated,  together  with  ex- 
positions and  exhortations  to  impress  truth  on  the  mind.  Not 
far  from  seventy  are  present  every  Sabbath.  It  is  an  interesting 
and  profitable  school,  and  cannot  fail  to  prove  a  rich  blessing  to 
those  who  attend  it.  As  we  have  no  academical  or  theological 
institution  near  us,  we  cannot  receive  the  aid  of  students  as  in- 
structors. All  our  teachers,  with  one  exception,  are  officers  of 
the  prison.  They  cheerfully  devote  their  time  to  the  work,  and 
appear  not  to  be  "weary  in  well  doing."  As  their  services  on 
week  days,  require  their  constant  attention  from  early  dawn  until 
near  sunset,  their  willingness  to  devote  a  part  of  the  Sabbath  to 
the   teaching  of  convicts,  affords   good  evidence  of  an  earnest 
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desire  to  lead  those  erring  and  misguided  men  to  walk  in  the  way 
of  life.    I  am  not  mistaken  when  I  affirm  that  Buoh  examples  are 

worthy  of  imitation 

Since  my  last  report  one  hundred  dollars  have  been  expended  to 
purchase  books  for  the  prison  library.  As  the  number  of  convicts 
here  is  much  larger  than  formerly,  we  need  more  books  ;  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  our  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  will 
appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  to  enlarge  the  library  of  this 
prison. 

Our  present  method  of  book  distribution  is  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  convicts  come  statedly  to  my  room  in  small  compa- 
nies, attended  by  a  keeper  or  guard.  Each  convict  selects  for  him- 
self one  or  two  books,  which  are  charged  to  him  personally  ;  and 
at  the  next  exchange  he  is  required  to  return  the  same  books,  and 
again  select  for  himself.  ,  Pursuing  this  course,  the  books  are 
kept  with  commendable  care,  and  but  few  lost.  This  service 
requires  much  time  and  labor  ;  but  time  and  labor  furnish  no 
reasonable  objection  to  a  method  so  acceptable  and  useful. 

The  social  correspondence  of  the  convicts  has  been  more  exten- 
sive during  the  past  than  in  any  previous  year.  Many  of  those 
in  prison  have  fathers,  brothers,  and  near  relatives  in  our  army. 
The  report  of  battles,  of  victories  or  defeats,  and  of  thousands 
slain  or  wounded,  has  awakened  the  most  anxious  solicitude  to 
learn  the  fate  of  relatives  and  friends.  In  such  cases,  our  kind 
agent  has  given  permission  to  write  extra  letters.  This  has 
increased  the  chaplain's  labors.  But  the  privilege  of  rendering 
such  a  service  to  the  afflicted  convict,  has  amply  compensated  for 
all  the  labor  or  expense.  ■ 

The  moral  state  of  those  here  imprisoned,  I  regard  as  increas- 
ingly favorable.  In  writing  to  friends,  there  are  some  who 
express  deep  sorrow  for  their  past  offences,  and  sincerely  ask  for- 
giveness of  those  they  have  injured  ;  while  others  hope  that  their 
sins  are  pardoned,  and  ask  to  be  remembered^  in  the  prayers  of 
the  pious  ;  manifesting  at  the  same  time  an  ardent  desire  for  the 
salvation  of  impenitent  friends.  The  number  of  those  who  inquire 
for  religious  books,  and  come  to  converse  with  me  personally 
about  the  salvation  of  their  souls,  has  increased,  especially  among 
those  who  receive  instruction  in  our  Sabbath  school. 

i 

How  many  of  those  sinfully  degraded  men  may  hereafter  rise 
to  a  respectable  standing  in  society,  is  to  us  unknown.     But  it  is 
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most  earnestly  desired  that  they  may  not  only  rise  to  respecta- 
bility, but  that  they  may  be  prepared,  finally  to  shine  as  the 
"  brightness  of  the  firmament."  Good  men  have  been  in  prison, 
and  in  prison  bad  men  may  become  good. 

The  discipline  of  our  prison  is  administered  in  a  manner 
adapted  to  secure  order  and  obedience.  It  is  imperative,  firm 
and  humane.  It  could  be  but  little  improved,  while  the  mode  of 
discipline,  as  generally  adopted  in  our  State  prisons  is  practiced 
No  intentional  wrong  is  ever  done.  No  severe  punishments  are 
inflicted  when  submission  and  obedience  can  be  secured  without 
them.  But  if  provisions  were  made  arid  more  time  allowed  for 
the  moral  and  religious  instruction  of  the  convict ;  more  time 
and  attention  given  to  awaken  his  moral  feelings  and  lead  him  to 
yield  himself  to  the  control  of  moral  and  religious  requirements ; 
I  believe  that  within  a  short  time,  there  would  be  little  if  any 
call  for  corporeal  punishments.  The  discipline  would  be  far 
more  effectual,  and  the  prospects  of  the  criminal,  both  for  the 
present  and  future  life,  incomparably  better. 

The  school  for  the  instruction  of'  convicts  in  the  elementary 
branches  of  English  education,  has  been  continued.  It  has  been 
taught  by  a  competent  and  good  teacher.  As  many  of  our  con- 
victs are  employed  in  night  work,  the  number  instructed  is  small 
when  compared  with  other  prisons.  I  regard  the  school  as  a 
great  blessing.  The  instructions  of  the  teacher  are  thankfully 
received  and  a  commendable  desire  to  learn  is  apparent  with 
many. 

The  teacher's  report  is  here  appended. 

To  the  Rev.  R.  Pettibone,  Chaplain  of  Clinton  Prison: 

Sir — According  to  law  and  usage,  I  submit  to  you  a  statement 
of  my  labor  for  the  past  eleven  months  as  teacher  in  this  prison, 
ending  with  the  30th  day  of  September,  1862. 

During  this  time,  I  have  had  under  my  instruction  one  hundred 
and  eighty-six  pupils.  The  average  number  has  been  one  hundred 
and  seventeen.  The  number  now  under  instruction  is  ninety- 
seven.

Total 97 
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Of  those  who  have  been  instructed  by  me,  I  can  say  that  they 
have  made  good  proficiency  in  their  several  studies.  They  have 
been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  promptness  with  which  the  agent 
has  supplied  them  with  books  and  slates.  They  are  generally 
much  interested  in  their  studies,  anxious  to  infprove  and  thank- 
ful for  the  instructions  which  they  receive.

Thankfully  also,  d^  I  mention  the  kindness  of  the  honorable 
Board  of  Inspectors,  in  all  their  intercourse  with  me,  and  for  the 
evidence  which  their  w^orks.  furnish ;  thus  they  labor  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  the  convict,  and  while  our  beloved  country 
is  assailed  by  the  wicked  arm  of  rebellion  and  thousands  are 
felling  on  the  bloody  field  in  the  defence  of  freedom,  let  us  be 
thankful  to  the  Lord  of  all,  by  whose  care  we  live,  and  by  whose 
merciful  kindness  we  have  been  preserved  another  year.

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Inspectors  of  State  Prisons  of  the  State  of 
New  York : 
Gentlemen — I  herewith  transmit  you  my  annual  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum  for  insane  convicts,  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  September  30th,  1862,  being  the  fourth  re- 
port since  the  opening  of  the  institution. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  whole  num- 
ber of  patients  in  the  asylum  was 69

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Those  discharged  "unimproved"  and  "much  improved,"  though 
not  entirely  recovered,  have  been  liberated  by  reason  of  expira- 
tion of  their  sentences  and  were  in  due  form  delivered  to  their 
friends,  who,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  have  given 
bonds  that  they  should  not  become  a  charge  upon  any  public 
charity  of  the  State. 

The  only  death  during  the  year  has  been  that  of  Bartlett 
Holmes,  who,  after  an  unusual  paroxysm  of  maniacal  excitement 
in  February  last,  was  attacked  with  convulsions  and  died  on  the 
25th  day  of  the  same  month.

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On  the  first  day  of  June  last  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my 
appointment  as  superintendent  of  the  asylum.  I  found  out- 
standing bills   constituting  an  indebtedness  of  $298.40,   which 
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had  accrued  during  the  preceding   months  of  February,  April 
and  May. 

The  balance  of  moneys  received  from  the  Comptroller  on 
superintendent's  estimate,  and  paid  into  my  hands  by  my  prede- 
cessor in  office,  being  but  21  cents,  I  found  it  necessary  to  make 
provision  in  my  monthly  estimates  for  the  liabilities  above  men- 
tioned. These,  together  with  the  current  expenditures  of  each 
succeeding  month,  have  been  from  this  source  duly  paid,  amount- 
ing to  a  total  of  $3,306.85  for  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September. 

Deducting  the  aforesaid  outstanding  indebtedness,  the  sum  of 
the  entire  disbursements  for  the  last  four  months,  after  paying 
all  the  liabilities  of  the  institution,  amount  to  $3,008.45.  The 
total  amount  of  expenses  for  the  corresponding  months  of  the 
year  1861*  was  $3,927.19. 

I  take  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  expenditures  of 
the  twelve  months  ending  September  30,  1862,  have  been  con- 
siderably diminished  from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  In  the 
last  annual  report  of  the  former  superintendent  a  slight  mistake 
was  made  in  the  exhibit  of  the  weekly  average  expenses  of  each 
inmate.  It  was  therein  stated  that  "the  average  cost  of  each 
patient  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  building  and  repairs,  and 
including  officers'  salaries  and  the  patients'  clothing,  had  been 
about  $3.45  per  week." 

By  inspection  of  the  records  it  will  be  seen  that  this  average 
was  about  $3.83,  and  that  the  average  of  the  entire  current  ex- 
penses of  that  year,  for  each  patient,  was  about  $4.38  per  week. 

The  average  total  cost  of  each  patient,  during  the  year  just 
closed,  has  been  $3.10  per  week.  The  average  cost  of  each 
patient  during  the  same  time,  exclusive  of  building  and  repairs, 
has  been  $2.91  per  week.

In  every  department  relating  to  the  subsistence  of  the  institu- 
tion I  have  endeavored,  so  far  as  possible,  to  superintend  all  its 
interests  with  that  degree  of  economy  which  these  unusual  and 
unhappy  times  demand,  while  I  have  as  studiously  sought  to 
afford  to  the  unfortunate  inmates  committed  to  my  charge  what- 
ever of  care  and  comfort  a  liberal  provision  could  bestow. 

Wherever  it  has  been  practicable,  the  patients  themselves  have 
been  required  to  perform  the  labor  on  and  about  the  buildings 
and  grounds  of  the  asylum,  and  although  I  have  not  deemed  it 
necessary  to  offer  any  tabular  statement  of  the  amount  of  such 
labor  performed,  yet  it  can  be  safely  said,  that  they  have  equaled 
if  not  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  foregoing  table  of  disbursements  will  show  how  much  the 
expenses  have  been  diminished  in  the  item  of  building  and 
repairs,  nearly  all  of  the  carpenter  and  iron  work  having  been 
accomplished  without  the  employment  of  outside  assistance.  In 
the  washing  and  ironing  rooms,  as  well  as  in  the  cultivation  of 
the  garden  and  grounds,  they  have  rendered  valuable  service, 
and  indeed  no  department  has  been  carried  on  without  their  con- 
stant co-operation. 

Since  the  first  of  June  last  I  have  hired  one  cook  less  than  was 
formerly  -employed,  and  have  commenced  preparing  a  dining 
room  in  the  front  basement  for  the  use  of  the  attendants  and 
other  employees,  hoping  by  this  new  arrangement  to  materially 
economize  the  expenses  of  their  tables. 

In  my  quarterly  report  I  have  already  called  your  attention  to 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  halls,  and  the  inadequate  means  for 
the  proper  classification  of  the  inmates.  Our  building  makes 
provision  for  four  distinct  classes  of  patients,  a  corresponding 
number  of  halls  being  constructed  for  that  purpose.  Owing  to 
the  insufficient  number  of  attendants,  one  of  these  halls  is 
entirely  closed  during  the  day  and  used  only  for  a  dormitory  at 
night.     I  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  employing  one  or  two 
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efficient  and  faithful  convicts  who  may  act  in  the  capacity  of  sub- 
attendants  over  a  class  of  patients  who  can  with  safety  and  with- 
out detriment  be  placed  under  their  limited  charge,  such  convicts 
at  the  same  time  being  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
regular  officers.  The  suggestion  having  received  your  approba- 
tion, I  have  taken  steps  to  carry  out  the  project,  and  am  of  the 
opinion  that  facilities  will  thus  be  offered  in  the  way  of  accomplish- 
ing the  original  design  of  the  institution,  which  will  contribute 
much  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  a  class  of  incurables,  if 
not  to  the  positive  advancement  of  those  whose  condition  is 
capable  of  being  improved. 

Our  chapel  is  now  thoroughly  completed,  and  its  comfortable 
though  not  elegant  appointments  afford  an  opportunity  of  rend- 
ering the  weekly  services  more  appropriate  than  formerly. 

The  wooden  floor  of  the  bath  room  in  hall  No.  2  being  in  a 
very  bad  condition,  I  have  caused  a  new  one  of  brick  well 
bedded  in  water  line  to  be  made  in  place  of  the  old  one,  which 
had  become  extensively  decayed. 

In  this  connection,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
condition  of  the  roof  of  the  building  immediately  in  rear  of  the 
main  structure.  A  covering  of  felt  and  cement  was  thought 
sufficient  to  give  protection  from  the  weather,  but  owing  to  the 
slight  inclination  of  the  top,  this  quality  of  roofing  has  proved 
entirely  inadequate.  The  ceilings  within  are  being  exceedingly 
injured,  and  will  soon  become  incapable  of  repair,  unless  a  more 
permanent  and  substantial  metallic  roof  be  substituted. 

The  tin  roofing,  also,  on  the  wings,  together  with  the  entire 
outside  wood-work  of  the  windows,  need  repainting  in  order  to 
save  them  from  decay.  For  these  extraordinary  repairs  I  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  be  asked  of  the  Legislature  during 
the  coming  winter  session. 

In  the  preceding  two  annual  reports  of  the  asylum,  attention 
was  directed  to  the  wall  which  surrounds  our  premises.  Origin- 
ally laid  up  in  a  manner  sufficiently  permanent  for  the  time  being, 
it  was  left  without  pointing  or  coping.  At  present  it  has  become 
very  much  impaired  by  the  frost  and  weather,  and  should  with- 
out unnecessary  delay  be  put  in  a  proper  condition  for  its  preser- 
vation. In  the  superintendent's  report  for  the  year  1860,  a 
careful  estimate  of  the  amount  required  for  this  repair  was 
exhibited,  as  follows  :

An  estimate  for  the  same  repair,  carefully  made  at  the  present 
time,  with  the  increased  and  constantly  increasing  prices  of  labor 
and  material,  will  add  one  fourth  additional  sum  to  the  amount 
above  stated. 

In  consequence  of  this  advance  in  prices,  I  have  not  deemed  it 
necessary  to  present  an  exact  estimate  of  the  cost  for  the  roofing 
and  painting  already  mentioned,  as  the  amount  can  be  more 
accurately  determined  at  the  time  when  the  request  for  an  appro- 
priation for  the  same  shall  be  made  to  the  Legislature.  The 
entire  expense  would  probably  not  exceed  $800  / 

Public  attention  has  been  frequently  called  to  the  condition  of 
the  pauper  and  criminal  insane  of  our  State  and  representations 
in  behalf  of  the  appointment  of  a  commission  in  lunacy  have  been 
repeatedly  made  to  our  Senate  and  Assembly.  Thus  far,  no 
action  has  been  taken  which  has  terminated  in  any  definite  result. 
It  can  hardly  fail  to  be  evident  to  any  who  give  this  subject  its 
due  degree  of  consideration,  that  humanity  as  well  as  expediency 
requires  more  perfect  provision  for  this  unfortunate  class  of  our 
fellow  beings.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  this  or  some 
other  public  charity  should  be  in  a  measure  so  extended  as  to 
bring  within  its  care  at  least  a  portion  of  that  numerous  class  of 
insane,  who,  having  been  charged  with  crime,  are  yet  awaiting 
the  decisions  of  the  courts,  or  having  been  convicted  are  still 
under  postponement  of  sentence.  Remaining  in  this  indefinite 
state,  their  situation,  so  far  as  remedial  measures  are  concerned, 
becomes  one  of  fearful  uncertainty.  Abandoned  too  often  and 
too  long  to  suffering  and  neglect,  the  hour  for  curative  means  is 
rapidiy  passing,  their  svmptoms  becoming  daily  more  and  more 
confirmed,  until    at  last  they  are  beyond  the  advantages  of  treat- 
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ment,  and  the  institutions  to  which  they  are  finally  seut  become 
for  them,  houses  of  detention  rather  than  of  cure. 

The  improved  condition  of  some  of  our  patients,  during  the 
year,  has  been  a  source  of  satisfaction,  especially  when  taking 
into  account  the  crowded  condition  of  the  halls,  the  limited  num- 
ber of  officers  and  the  almost  hopeless  character  of  the  mental 
diseases  with  which  a  majority  of  them  were  afflicted  at  the  time 
of  their  admission.  To  bring  back  the  light  of  reason  to  minds 
of  limited  intellectual  capacities,  and  to  kindle  again  a  glow  of 
affection  and  of  love  in  the  breasts  of  those  whose  lives  have  been 
passed  in  a  conflict  of  passion,  in  infamy  and  crime,  were  indeed 
a  discouraging  task.  Yet  in  many  instances  much  has  been  done 
and  still  "more  may  be  effected  for  their  relief  and  restoration. 
The  buildings  of  the  institution  were  originally  constructed  with 
accommodations  for  but  sixty-four  patients.  We  already  exceed 
that  limit  by  seventeen,  our  present  number  being  eighty-one. 
Were  it  not  for  the  sad  exigencies  of  the  times,  I  should  feel  it  my 
duty  to  urge  the  policy  of  purchasing  a  part  of  the  land  adjoining 
the  asylum  and  of  so  enlarging  the  institution  as  to  extend  its 
benefits  to  all  for  whom  it  was  designed.  Unless  its  capacity  be 
so  increased  as  to  make  it  available  to  all  who  are  legitimately 
entitled  to  its  protection,  some  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
removal  of  those  whose  sentences  have  expired.  The  law,  at 
present,  provides  that  no  convict  not  restored  to  mental  health, 
shall  be  discharged  from  the  Asylum  by  reason  of  the  expiration 
of  his  sentence,  unless  his  relatives  shall  give  a  satisfactory 
agreement  that  such  convict  shall  not  become  a  charge  upon  any 
public  charity  of  the  State.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  we 
must,  of  necessity,  be  steadily  accumulating  a  class  of  hopeless, 
incurable  cases.  I  suggest,  therefore,  the  propriety  of  a  legisla- 
tive enactment  authorizing  us  to  return  to  the  counties  in  which 
they  were  convicted,  at  least  a  portion  of  the  above  named  class, 
when  the  term  for  which  they  were  convicted  shall  have  expired. 

With  general  affairs  of  the  asylum,  its  officers  and  help,  as 
well  as  its  financial  condition,  you  have  from  time  to' time  by 
your  inspection  made  yourselves  acquainted. 

The  chaplain  has  officiated  with  great  regularity  and  faithful- 
ness ;  and  to  him  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  unusually  success- 
ful manner  in  which  he  had  adapted  his  teachings  to  the  minds 
of  the  patients.  The  seamstress,  with  the- addition  of  but  one 
dollar  a  month  to  the  wages  formerly  received,  has  been  able, 
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with  a  few  weeks  of  extra  assistance  to  make  the  entire  amount 
of  clothing  requisite  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  The  untiring 
industry  and  interest  she  has  exhibited  in  an  economical  manage- 
ment of  all  matters  pertaining  to  her  department  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended. 

To  all  the  officers  and  employees  who  have  assisted  me  in 
carrying  out  the  interests  and  seeking  the  welfare  of  the  institu- 
tion, I  am  under  many  obligations. 

To  Phebe  Hathaway,  Elizabeth  Comstock  and  others,  who  in 
August  last  conducted  Divine  service  at  the  asylum,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  customs  of  the  denomination  of  Quakers,  I  would 
likewise  return  my  sincere  thanks. 

I  am  also  under  obligations  to  Messrs.  Duprez  &  Green's  Min- 
strels for  their  welcome  visit  to  the  patients,  their  cheerful  music 
and  their  pleasant  songs. 

'  I  take  pleasure  in  here  recording  the  obligation  I  am  under  to 
the  assistant  for  his  constant  and  faithful  devotion  to  the  patients 
and  his  earnest  endeavors  for  their  care  and  improvement. 

And  to  yourselves,  gentlemen,  who' in  appointing  me  to  this 
office  have  given  the  best  assurances  of  your  confidence,  who 
have  shared  with  me  its  labors  and  responsibilities,  and  thus  far 
sustained  me  by  your  counsels,  I  return  my  personal  acknow- 
ledgments. 

To  your  continued  care  and  supervision  I  commend  this  public 
charity  with  all  its  increasing  interests,  trusting  that  under 
Divine  guidance  it  may  accomplish  the  benevolent  purposes  for 
which  it  was  intended.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Inspectors  : 

Gentlemen — By  the  blessing  of  God,  I  have  been  enabled  to 
conduct  religious  services  in  the  "  State  Lunatic  Asylum  for 
insane  convicts,"  every  Sabbath  afternoon  during  the  past  year. 

These  services  are,  of  necessity,  quite  brief,  and  are  so  far 
simplified  as  to  render  them  interesting  to  even  the  most  of  these 
doubly  unfortunate  men. 

Many  of  the  inmates  unite  with  us  in  singing  the  praises  of 
God,  and  all  of  them  manifest  some  interest  in  our  exercises. 

It  is  often  to  me,  a  matter  of  surprise,  to  witness  the  atten- 
tion, and,  as  a  general  thing,  the  good  deportment  of  the  men 
when  assembled  for  Divine  worship,  and  that,  too,  by  some  who 
are  at  other  times  quite  frantic  and  violent. 

Though  these  unfortunate  men  may  not  (many  of  them,  at 
least,)  be  morally  responsible,  religious  worship  appears  to  have 
such  a  quieting  and  happy  effect  upon  them,  it  is  likely  to  do 
them  good  mentally. 

Our  little  chapel  (which,  by  the  way,  is  a  very  neat  and  com- 
modious one,)  is  now  finished,  and  we  are  occupying  it.  This 
has  given  a  new  interest  to  our  Sabbath  services. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  worthy  superintendent  and  offi- 
cers of  the  institution  are  always  present,  and  do  what  they  can 
to  make  our  exercises  pleasant  for  me,  and  profitable  to  the 
inmates. 

1  think  this  very  humane  and  important  institution  is  in  good 
hands,  and  is  likely  to  be  productive  of  great  good  to  that  class 
of  persons  for  which  it  wTas  designed.
